To  the  people  of  Attleborough  : 

With  the  submission  of  this  report  the  town  of  Attle- 
boro enters  upon  the  first  year  of  the  third  century  of  its 
incorporation,  and  we  take  this  opportunity  to  congratu- 
late our  people  upon  the  success  attending  our  endeavors 
in  the  celebration  of  the  two-hundredth  anniversary  of  our 
existence  as  a municipality. 

It  was  an  occasion  which  demanded  the  general  interest 
of  our  people  to  ensure  success  in  the  undertaking,  and 
the  zeal  and  determination  with  which  our  entire  people 
responded  to  the  demand  gave  evidence  of  the  progressive 
Spirit  with  which  they  were  animated  ; and  while  it  fur- 
nished renewed  assurance  of  their  patriotism  and  devotion 
to  the  welfare  of  our  town,  it  also  presented  an  opportu- 
nity for  us  to  see  ourselves  and  get  a measure  of  our  im- 
portance as  compared  with  other  towns  in  the  state  to  a 
degree  never  before  attempted. 

The  thousands  of  visitors  who  mingled  among  us  during 
the  two  days  observance  Oct.  i <Sth  and  19th  returned  to 
their  homes  with  a higher  estimate  of  the  capabilities  of 
our  town  than  they  had  ever  before  entertained,  and  the 
celebration  in  all  its  variety  of  departments  has  received 
the  unanimous  commendation  of  well  done  ! 

The  committee  having  charge  of  the  manifold  duties 
which  culminated  in  this  grand  success  deserve  the  thanks 
of  the  town  for  the  care  and  discretion  which  they  ex- 
hibited in  their  conception  of  the  undertaking,  and  the 
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labor  performed  by  them  in  the  execution  of  their  work. 

We  regard  the  appropriation  of  $5000  made  by  the 
town  for  the  celebration  as  a good  financial  investment 
and  believe  a complete  record  of  the  celebration  setting 
forth  in  print  the  work  of  the  various  departments  of  the 
observance  should  be  published  to  the  end  that  the  value 
which  the  town  must  ultimately  receive  from  the  dem- 
onstration may  be  perpetuated. 

Of  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  town  $579.55  was 
unexpended  and  with  the  close  of  the  year  revert  to  the 
town  treasury,  therefore  we  earnestly  urge  an  appropria- 
tion sufficient  to  enable  the  committee  to  complete  the 
publication  of  the  record  above  referred  to. 

Highways  and  Bridges. 

The  able  and  elaborate  manner  in  which  this  prominent 
department  of  town  management  was  treated  by  the  for- 
mer Board  of  Selectmen  and  by  W.  J.  Luther,  Superin- 
tendent of  Streets,  in  their  report  for  1893,  renders  it 
unnecessary  for  us  to  go  into  any  de' ailed  discussion  of 
this  department  of  the  town’s  expenditures.  We  believe 
the  views  expressed  in  their  reports  are  in  the  main  logi- 
cal and  practical. 

Good  judgement  and  experience  on  the  part  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets  are  indispensable  requisites  to 
success  in  the  management  of  our  highways  under  any 
system  which  may  be  proposed  by  the  town. 

The  exigencies  of  actual  necessity  which  are  presented 
to  us  by  our  people,  and  which  they  claim  are  imperative, 
in  this  department  would  demand  a large  portion  of  our 
expenditure,  and  if  we  would  endeavor  to  keep  the  condi- 
tion of  our  streets  in  the  village  of  Attleboro,  within  a ra- 
dius of  one  mile  from  the  centre  up  to  the  standard  which 
the  progressive  aspirations  of  our  people  demand,  our  en- 
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tire  appropriation  could  be  easily  expended. 

In  the  consideration  of  matters  pertaining  to  our  high- 
way department  the  ideal  of  the  highest  point  of  perma- 
nent improvement  should  be  ever  kept  in  view,  but  a wise 
prudence  should  govern  us  in  our  determination  of  the 
amount  to  be  appropriated  for  this  department  after  a 
careful  consideration  of  the  number  of  miles  of  highway* 
and  the  number  of  bridges  which  the  appropriation  is  sup- 
posed to  keep  in  repair. 

Bridges. 

The  more  important  of  the  bridges  of  the  town  are  at 
present  in  fair  condition  with  the  exception  of  the  west 
bridge  on  Mechanics  street.  It  will  be  remembered  that 
this  bridge  was  pronounced  so  nearly  worthless  two  years 
ago  that  an  appropriation  was  made  for  its  replacement, 
but  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  after  a careful  examina- 
tion of  the  structure  concluded  that  it  would  be  economy 
to  make  a small  outlay  on  it  for  repairs  and  continue  its 
use  another  year. 

In  consideration  of  the  fact  that  the  proposed  sewerage 
system  if  adopted  by  the  town  would  necessitate  a change 
of  grade  on  Mechanics  street  in  the  vicinity  of  this  bridge 
it  may  be  advisable  to  continue  the  present  structure  un- 
til further  developments  of  the  sewerage  question  shall  be 
determined  upon  if  such  continuance  can  be  made  with 
safety  to  the  public  service  at  a small  expense. 

Should  the  town  however  conclude  to  construct  a new 
bridge  there  we  would  re  ommend  the  use  of  the  kyanized 
lumber  (described  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  last  year)  and  iron  beams.  After  a consultation 
regarding  the  proposed  bridge  with  \Y.  J.  Luther,  C.  E., 
who  served  as  street  commissioner  in  ’93  he  has  kindly 
favored  us  by  forwarding  us  a reply  to  some  of  our  ques- 
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tions  and  we  cheerfully  present  herewith  the  communica- 
tion as  follows : 

To  the  Selectmen  of  Attleborough: 

Gentlemen  : 

At  your  request  I have  investigated  the  feasibility  of 
rebuilding  the  “Mechanics  Bridge”  so-called  in  a manner 
similar  to  that  adopted  in  rebuilding  the  bridge  at  South 
Attleborough  near  the  pumping  station  during  the  past 
year. 

The  span  of  the  bridge  at  South  Attleboro  is  twenty-five 
feet  and  I beams  having  a depth  of  fifteen  inches  were 
used  which  are  each  capable  of  sustaining  a distributed 
load  of  twelve  tons  with  a factor  of  safety  of  three  and 
making  a bridge  over  which  steam  road  rollers  can  pass 
with  entire  safety. 

At  Mechanics  street  the  length  of  span  of  the  beams 
between  the  present  abutments  would  be  forty-four  feet* 
Iron  I beams  covering  this  span  should  be  twenty-four 
inches  deep  and  not  over  two  feet  apart  in  order  to  furnish 
sufficient  strength  to  carry  any  load  which  would  be  apt  to 
pass  over  the  bridge. 

This  depth  of  beam  together  with  the  thickness  of  the 
timber  and  floor  which  would  be  placed  upon  them  would 
require  the  placing  of  the  iron  beams  nearly  three  feet  be- 
low the  surface  of  the  road.  The  height  of  water  way 
under  this  bridge  is  so  little  that  in  case  beams  were 
placed  three  feet  below  the  present  surface  of  the  road  the 
flow  of  the  stream  in  freshets  might  be  seriously  retarded, 
fit  will  be  remembeied  the  old  bridge  at  this  place  boated 
away  during  the  freshet  of  1886.] 

The  plans  and  profiles  for  the  sewerage  system,  re. 
cently  prepared,  require  the  raising  of  the  surface  of  Me- 
chanics street  nearly  three  feet  at  this  point  so  as  to  allow 
a proper  depth  of  covering  over  the  proposed  sewer. 

Therefore  it  will  be  feasible  to  construct  a bridge  of  this 
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design  at  this  location  if  the  fl  >or  of  the  bridge  is  placed 
on  the  grade  indicated  on  the  sewer  profile. 

Eight  iron  I beams  each  fifty  feet  long  and  weighing 
eighty  pounds  per  foot  would  be  required  to  furnish  a 
bridge  having  a width  equal  to  the  present  bridge.  These 
iron  beams  delivered  f.  o.  b.  cars  at  Attleborough  with  top 
flange  punched  for  bolting  to  floor  timbers  would  cost  at 
current  prices  eight  hundred  dollars  and  to  this  amount 
should  be  added  cost  of  the  floor  timbers  and  the  plank- 
ing, also  the  cost  of  the  railing  and  of  repairing  or  rebuild- 
ing the  abutments  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  Such  a 
bridge  placed  on  suitable  abutments  would  require  no 
further  expenditure  except  for  the  renewing  of  the  plank- 
ing and  floor  timbers  and  occasional  painting  of  the  iron 
beams  and  railing,  with  the  further  advantage  over  an  iron 
or  wooden  truss  bridge,  that  in  case  it  becomes  desirable 
to  widen  the  bridge,  it  can  be  done  by  lengthening  the 
abutments  and  placing  more  beams  on  either  si  le  of  those 
already  in  place  and  extending  the  planking  to  them. 

In  rebuilding  this  bridge  provision  should  be  made  in 
the  abutments  for  the  passage  of  a sewer  pipe  at  the  grade 
shown  on  the  profiles  of  sewerage  system  referred  to 
above.  Respectfully  submitted,

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town  at  its  last  an- 
nual meeting  a new  bridge  has  been  constructed  over 
Seven  Mile  river  near  the  pumping  station  at  South  At- 
tleborough in  a very  satisfactory  manner  and  completed 
within  the  estimated  expense 

Fire  Department. 

The  expenses  outside  of  the  current  expenses  of  this 
department  during  the  past  year  have  been  the  building 
of  anew  hose  house  at  So.  Attleborough,  furnishing  heat- 
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ing  appliances  at  the  hose  house  on  South  Main  street 
and  concreting  the  basement. 

With  the  desire  of  furnishing  fire  protection  to  the 
people  and  property  of  the  South  Section  a hose  house  has 
been  constructed  in  the  south  part  of  the  village  of  South 
Attleborough  and  fairly  equipped  with  the  necessary  appar- 
atus for  fire  fighting,  and  a volunteer  company  organized 
who  have  thus  far  evinced  an  interest  in  the  duties  of  fire- 
men. With  this  auxilliary  to  the  department  another  sec- 
tion of  the  town  receives  protection.  The  construction  of 
the  building  exceeded  somewhat  the  amount  appropriated 
but  we  are  satisfied  the  money  was  judiciously  expended 
and  that  a curtailment  of  the  expense  lor  the  size  of  the- 
building  could  not  be  reasonably  expected. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town  at  its  last 
annual  meeting  new  heating  appliances  have  been  fur- 
nished for  the  hose  house  on  South  Main  street.  After 
considerable  investigation  to  determine  what  particular 
system  of  heating  should  be  adopted  we  concluded  to  use 
the  hot  water  system  and  J.  W.  Gifford  & Co.,  who  were 
earnest  in  their  claim  of  the  superiority  of  the  system  were 
given  the  contract  for  the  work. 

Since  the  appliances  were  adjusted  we  were  informed 
by  the  chief  engineer  of  the  department  that  the  requisite 
amount  of  heat  was  not  generated  in  the  rooms  of  the 
second  floor  of  the  building  and  the  contracting  parties. 
who  guaranteed  successful  operation  and  satisfactory  re- 
sults, have  made  an  investigation  of  the  premises  and 
made  changes  to  increase  the  radiating  surface  on  the 
second  floor  which  we  hope  will  produce  satisfactory  re^ 
suits. 

In  the  construction  of  the  building  on  South  Main 
street  there  were  no  floors  laid  in  the  attic  consequently 
the  heat  from  the  second  floor  rapidly  escapes  to  the  attic 
and  from  thence  through  an  opening  into  the  hose  tower 
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and  while  these  conditions  exist  it  must  necessarily  require 
n large  amount  of  fuel  to  furnish  a sufficient  amount  of 
heat  to  overcome  the  waste  from  this  defect. 

Considering  the  basement  or  cellar  of  the  South  Main 
Street  Hose  House  valuable  room  by  reason  of  its  location 
-and  dry  condition,  we  have  made  an  expenditure  to  con- 
crete the  bottom  which  was  of  fine  sand  so  that  it  may  be 
utilized  for  the  storage  of  town  property. 

The  reputation  of  the  Fire  Department  of  Attleborough 
which  it  has  enjoyed  through  a succession  of  years  con- 
tinues to  be  maintained. 

Armory  Co.  I,  Fifth  Regt.,  M.  V.  M. 

A communication  was  received  by  us  Dec.  14th  from 
the  Adjutant  General  informing  us  that  the  amount  of 
3200.00  for  Armory  rent  had  been  certified  to  the  auditor, 
-and  that  the  reduction  from  $400  was  made  upon  the  re- 
port of  an  inspecting  officer  who  recommended  the  above 
amount  because  the  rooms  are  not  properly  arranged  for 
the  care  of  property  and  the  drill  hall  is  too  small. 

Tnis  arbitrary  reduction  in  our  allowance,  witheld  until 
nearly  the  close  of  the  year,  and  therefore  retroactive  in 
its  effect  was  replied  to  by  the  selectmen  setting  forth  our 
reasons  for  considering  the  reduction  unjust  in  its  applica- 
tion to  the  town. 

Street  Lighting. 

The  present  contract  for  Street  Lighting  will  expire 
next  October  when  the  town  will  be  required  to  take 
further  action  for  their*  continuance. 

While  we  do  not  believe  the  present  system  of  light- 
ing our  streets  furnishes  as  satisfactory  results  for  the 
practicable  purposes  of  utility  and  economy  as  would  be 
received  by  our  people  under  the  incandescent  system,  yet 
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there  seems  to  be  no  alternative  at  present,  we  must  either 
continue  on  the  present  system  until  the  determination  of 
other  problems  of  vital  importance  to  the  town  shall  open 
the  way  for  the  construction  of  a town  plant,  under  which 
management  we  may  furnish  electric  light  more  satisfac- 
torily, or  we  must  temporarily  abandon  the  electric  system 
and  resort  to  some  other  means  of  lighting.  In  most  of 
the  cities  of  the  state  at  the  present  time  the  system  of 
arc  lights  is  confined  to  the  more  distinctive  business  por^ 
tions  while  the  more  sparcely  settled  and  rural  portions 
depend  upon  gasoline,  naptha  gas  or  some  other  less  ex- 
pensive light. 


Sewerage. 

The  time  has  fully  arrived  when  Attleborough  must 
commence  the  laying  of  plans  for  a permanent  system  of 
sewerage.  From  a sanitary  stand  point  the  health  of  our 
people  demands  it. 

Our  reputation  and  good  name  among  the  progressive 
towns  of  the  state  demand  it. 

In  our  opinion  no  question  connected  with  our  town 
affairs  is  of  more  vital  importance  to  our  future  develop- 
ment than  a complete  sewerage  system  constructed  on 
progressive  and  scientific  principles. 

We  earnestly  recommend  a careful  and  thoughtful  study 
of  the  report  of  the  special  committee  chosen  by  the  town 
at  its  last  annual  meeting  for  the  survey  and  investigation 
of  a sewerage  system,  which  is  herewith  appended. 

Railroad  Crossing  at  grade. 

The  question  of  separating  the  grades  of  our  streets  at 
the  crossings  of  railroads  will  compel  action  by  the  town 
in  the  near  future,  and  in  the  solution  of  this  problem 
great  interests  of  our  town  are  involved. 
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The  location  of  three  grade  crossings  on  the  main  line 
of  travel  between  Boston  and  Providence  located  in  the 
business  centre  of  the  town  with  the  large  number  of 
trains,  both  night  and  day  constantly  passing  through  the 
most  densely  settled  portion  of  our  village  makes  this 
matter  one  of  serious  import  to  the  future  welfare  of  our 
business  interests,  affecting  its  prosperity  and  general  de- 
velopment of  the  town  to  such  an  extent  as  to  be  of  gen- 
eral importance  to  our  people. 

We  would  recommend  that  a committee  of  representa- 
tive men  be  chosen  by  the  town  to  guard  our  interests  in 
the  matter,  and  that  this  committee  be  authorized  and  in- 
structed to  take  such  action  as  they  may  deem  best  to 
guard  the  interests  of  the  town  in  this  connection. 

Herron vi lle  Crossing. 

At  the  commencement  of  our  duties  we  found  the  mat- 
ter of  final  adjustment  of  affairs  in  connection  with  the 
re-location  of  the  highway  and  railroad  crossing  at  He- 
bronville  a matter  of  unfinished  business  for  the  town  and 
although  we  were  given  to  understand  there  was  but  little 
remaining  to  be  done  and  that  little  chiefly  of  a formal 
nature  we  have  found  the  affairs  in  connection  with  the  final 
adjustment  quite  complicated.  Perhaps  this  complication 
was  the  fault  of  no  one  party  at  interest. 

The  delay  in  the  final  settlement  of  the  matter  was 
caused  by  a re-location  of  the  Foot  Bridge  after  the  com- 
missioners had  rendered  their  report  and  after  a very  long 
time  (much  too  long)  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & H.  Railroad  Co. 
the  Hebron  Mfg.  Co.  and  the  selectmen  have  acquiesced  in 
an  agreement  and  signed  the  required  papers  which  have 
been  presented  to  the  court.  We  understand  the  deeds 
from  the  Hebron  Mfg.  Co.  to  the  railroad  and  town  have 
been  duly  signed  and  ready  for  delivery  to  said  railroad 
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and  the  town  of  Attleborough.  On  investigation  we  find 
that  all  claims  in  connection  with  the  matter  have  been 
agreed  upon  and  adjusted  except  the  interest  account  due 
the  Hebron  Mfg.  Co.  the  claim  of  the  Hebron  church  and 
parsonage  and  Geo.  A.  Dean  and  others. 

A hearing  on  the  claim  of  George  A.  Dean  and  others' 
has  been  held  and  we  are  confident  will  be  satisfactorily 
adjusted. 

All  persons  interested  in  the  questions  involved  in  the 
Hebronville  crossing  are  referred  to  the  report  of  the  Se- 
lectmen for  1893. 

Guide  Boards. 

We  have  erected  forty-eight  posts  and  utilized  several 
trees  on  which  we  have  placed  guide  boards  properly 
marked  with  number  of  miles  and  index,  and  think  a much 
smaller  number  will  be  required  this  year  to  completely 
cover  the  requirements  of  the  law  in  this  regard. 

We  would  request  persons  living  outside  the  village 
limits  to  report  to  the  Selectmen  such  names  as  they  would 
prefer  for  streets  or  roads  in  their  respective  localities,  to 
the  end  that  all  streets  and  roads  in  town  may  receive  a 
name  and  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk. 

We  take  this  occasion  to  call  the  attention  of  all  mis- 
chievous persons  to  Chap.  203,  Sec.  76,  78  and  79  of  the 
Public  Statutes  relative  to  defacing  or  injuring  guide  posts, 
signs,  stones,  etc. 

Sidewalks. 

We  earnestly  recommend  that  this  town  continue  the 
permanent  improvement  in  the  direction,  and  would  sug- 
gest that  on  some  of  the  streets  to  be  improved  by  the 
construction  of  sidewalks,  that  they  be  properly  curbed  and 
simply  a gravel  walk  well  laid  which  with  our  appropria- 
tion will  allow  a much  longer  line  of  walk  to  be  laid,  and 
be  many  times  quite  as  agreeable  to  walk  upon. 
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Improvement  of  Ten  Mile  River, 

At  a special  meeting  of  the  town  held  Sept.  15  an  ap- 
propriation of  $50.00  was  made  to  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  Selectmen  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the 
cause  of  the  trouble  concerning  Ten  Mile  River  and  at  an- 
adjourned  meeting  held  Sept.  29th  a report  was  made  by 
the  Selectmen  in  accordance  with  the  former  vote,  and 
another  appropriation  of  $500  was  made  and  the  Select- 
men were  instructed  to  remove  the  obstructions  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  plans  proposed  in  their  former  report. 

The  work  of  removing  obstructions  to  the  flow  of 
water  along  the  course  of  the  stream  has  been  confined  to 
the  section  between  County  Street  Bridge  and  a point  a 
few  rods  below  what  was  formerly  known  as  Tin  Bridges 
and  this  section  has  been  put  in  quite  good  condition  by 
the  removal  of  such  obstructions  as  seemed  to  impede  the 
flow  of  water  and  by  utilizing  the  old  trench  which  con- 
nects with  the  main  stream  at  a point  formerly  known  as 
Caprons  Danrand  running  in  nearly  a straight  line  to  R. 
Wolfenden  & Sons  Dyeing  establishment. 

This  trench  was  constructed  nearly  fifty  years  ago., 
when  a water  privilege  was  contemplated  in  that  vicinity  f 
but  by  reason  of  the  discontinuance  of  the  water  plant,  the 
old  trench  has  been  allowed  to  fill  with  such  material  as 
would  naturally  flow  into  such  an  outlet,  which  with  the 
wash  from  the  banks  and  the  growth  of  bushes  below  has 
rendered  it  unserviceable  in  the  delivery  of  water  from  the 
main  stream.  To  increase  the  capacity  of  this  trench  so 
as  to  make  it  capable  of  carrying  the  natural  flow  of  the 
river  to  its  junction  with  the  river  again  near  the  old  fac- 
tory plant,  thereby  preventing  the  necessity  of  devoting 
any  attention  to  the  main  stream  between  Caprons  Dam 
and  Wolfenden’s  Dye  Works,  we  decided  would  be  the  ad- 
visable plan  to  pursue,  as  the  natural  windings  of  the  river 
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through  the  long  stretch  of  meadow  were  in  many  places 
nearly  filled  with  a growth  of  meadow  weeds  and  grass, 
and  the  accumulation  of  drift  material  and  would  demand 
a large  amount  of  labor  to  make  it  serviceable. 

Wh  ere  the  junction  with  the  main  river  is  made  a good 
substantial  outlet  has  been  constructed  which  at  high 
water  will  afford  ample  room  for  its  delivery. 

Along  the  whole  line  of  river  operated  upon  wherever 
bars  of  sand  or  other  substances  have  retarded  the  flow  of 
water  a system  of  dredging  has  been  carried  on  and  the 
material  removed  landed  on  the  adjoining  premises.  We 
feel  confident  the  job  has  been  one  of  sufficient  value  to 
the  town  to  make  the  money  expended  thereon  a good  in- 
vestment. 


Thacker  Brook  Drain. 

In  1893  this  drain  was  commenced  and  partly  con- 
structed to  School  street,  and  quite  a per  cent,  of  the  ap- 
propriation then  made  was  expended  on  Maple  Street  and 
Bridge  which  was  a permanent  improvement  for  our  High- 
ways and  Bridges. 

All  the  abutters  have  given  to  the  town  a right  of  way 
fifty-six  feet  wide  from  Park  street  to  Maple  and  thence  to 
South  Main  Street.  We  would  recommend  that  said 
drain  be  laid  out  from  Park  to  Forest  street,  as  we  un- 
derstand all  the  abutters  are  willing  to  give  the  town  a 
right  of  way  forty  feet  wide  for  this  purpose  and  also  for  a 
street. 

The  town  is  certainly  und.r  obligations  to  all  the  abut- 
ters who  have  so  generously  aided  the  work,  particularly 
to  J H.  Sturdy  Esq.  for  land  on  Park  street.  If  the  town 
in  the  near  future  should  adopt  a System  of  Sewerage 
this  drain  and  street  will  be  required  and  within  a few 
years  after  said  drain  and  street  are  constructed  the  town 
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will  show  a much  larger  valuation,  so  that  as  a busmes 
transaction  it  will  prove  a good  financial  investment.  See 
pages  89  and  90,  Report  of  1893. 

By-Laws. 

We  recommend  that  a committee  be  appointed  to  pre- 
pare and  report  a new  code  of  By-Laws  for  the  regulation 
of  town  affairs. 

As  we  increase  in  population  new  subjects  for  regula- 
tion arise  and  concerning  the  desirability  of  a system  un 
der  which  our  municipal  affairs  should  be  controlled  we 
concur  with  the  recommendations  on  this  subject  con 
tained  in  the  annual  report  of  1893. 

Recommendations  and  Suggestions. 

The  town  is  sadly  in  need  of  some  repository  for  the 
care  and  keeping  ot  various  articles  of  town  property. 

The  lot  owned  bv  the  town  on  Pleasant  street  is  not

occupied  at  present  by  anything  which  serves  the  town’s 
interest  and  could  be  utilized  as  a location  for  this  pur- 
pose, or  the  town  could  purchase  another  location  which  in 
the  near  future  will  be  needed  for  the  location  of  another 
school  building,  and  build  thereon  a building  for  the 
above  named  purpose  where  all  tools  and  implements 
owned  by  the  town  and  such  other  surplus  property  as  may 
be  in  their  possession  shall  be  stored  and  cared  for.  A 
building  which  could  be  readily  transformed  into  a dwell- 
ing house  would  perhaps  be  an  economical  proceedure  for 
the  town. 

We  think  it  would  be  advisable  for  the  town  to  procure 
a wagon  and  pump  to  be  used  in  clearing  out  the  sewer 
wells  and  cesspools  which  under  the  present  management 
requires  considerable  labor  and  expense. 

The  time  has  arrived  in  the  management  of  our  High-

way  Department  when  a Stone  Crusher  and  Street  Roller 
are  almost  indispensable  for  successful  road  building  and 
we  feel  compelled  to  recommend  a purchase  of  one  or 
both  of  these  implements  during  the  coming  year. 

We  are  aw  me  that  compliance  with  these  recommenda- 
tions by  the  town  will  cost  money,  but  we  feel  confident 
that  a saving  can  be  made  by  the  town  each  year  more 
than  sufficient  to  make  the  appropriations  for  the  above 
purposes  a paying  investment. 

The  old  water  stand  pipe  formerly  used  in  connection 
with  our  water  supply,  but  now  gone  into  disuse,  is  cer- 
tainly, in  its  present  condition,  no  ornament  to  the  town. 
If  it  could  boast  the  requisite  antiquity  of  the  old  Stone 
Mill  at  Newport  it  would  no  doubt  be  prized  by  our  people 
as  a relic  to  be  preserved  and  perpetuated. 

Its  noticable  features  are  developed  by  every  stranger 
who  visits  us,  with  an  unceasing  round  of  questions  con- 
cerning it,  as  to  the  manner  of  its  construction,  its  height, 
its  capacity  etc.,  and  at  last  compelling  the  admission  by 
our  people  that  it  has  ceased  to  perform  any  function 
among  the  departments  of  the  town,  and  is  only  a ruin  of 
what  was  once  a structure  of  significance. 

Our  present  Fire  Alarm  System  we  think  could  be 
greatly  improved  if  the  bell  from  which  the  alarms  are 
sounded  was  of  a different  tone  and  more  scientifically 
adjusted  for  this  purpose. 

If  the  old  tank  structure  could  be  utilized  by  the  con- 
vStruction  of  a bell  tower  on  its  summit  and  a suitable  bell 
mounted  therein  solely  for  fire  alarm  purposes  we  feel 
confident  our  system  of  fire  alarms  would  be  greatly  im 
proved. 

When  we  consider  the  manifold  matters  which  seem  to 
demand  an  expenditure  of  money  in  a town  of  our  impor- 
tance and  population  it  is  only  after  mature  deliberation 
and  the  exercise  of  our  best  judgment  that  we  are  led  to 
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recommend  any  new  avenues  for  disbursement,  but  we 
would  suggest  that  an  efficient  committee  be  selected  by 
the  town  to  take  this  subject  into  consideration  and  re- 
port their  conclusions  to  the  town. 

In  conclusion  we  append  tabulated  statements  of  the 
towns  expenditure  for  the  purpose  of  showing  some 
items  in  the  several  departments  which  may  be  of  interest 
to  the  tax-payers.

REPORT  OF 


OVERSEER  OF  THE  POOR. 


The  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  respectfully  pre- 
sent the  report  of  their  doings  for  the  year  1894,  the 
tables  appended  and  statistical  accounts  of  this  report  give 
in  detail  the  receipts  and  expenditures.  Those  who  com- 
pare the  present  with  the  last  year’s  expenses  will  notice 
an  apparently  large  difference  between  the  pauper  expense 
of  1893  and  that  of  1894. 

Total  expense  for  the  year  1893  6, 155.94 

From  which  was  deducted  the 
amount  charged  to  other  towns, 
the  sum  of  $404.42 

Also  amount  charged  to  the  state  524 .77 


Making  the  sum  of  $929.19 

Treating  this  sum  as  so  much  cash  in  hand,  making  an 
apparent  unexpended  balance  of  $263.54  when  in  reality 
there  was  an  overdraw  of  $665.65.  Of  course  whatever 
part  of  this  sum  is  collected  will  go  to  reduce  this  over- 
draw. 

Treating  this  year’s  pauper  account  in  the  above  manner 
would  show  an  unexpended  balance  of  $525.86  but  the  town 
treasury  gets  no  benefit  from  such  unexpended  balances. 

The  reinsurance  of  the  farm  buildings  and  permanent 
repairs  on  the  buildings  aggregating  $105.81.  Makes 
quite  an  increase  to  the  cost  of  maintenance  at  the 
almshouse  for  the  year  1894.  Through  the  effi- 
cient care  of  Mr.  Frank  E.  Luther  and  his  estim- 
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able  wife,  the  buildings,  and  especially  the  dwelling  house, 
are  in  much  better  condition  than  when  they  went  there, 
needed  but  not  expensive  changes  have  been  made  that  adds 
much  to  the  comfort  of  the  inmates  and  facilitates  the 
labor  for  their  care.  The  rooms  as  well  as  beds  and  bed- 
ding are  kept  in  perfect  order  and  scrupulously  clean. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  a large  reduction  has  been  made 
in  the  valuation  at  the  farm  from  that  of  1893.  Deprecia- 
tion of  value  in  many  things  and  a previous  valuation  for 
above  the  worth  of  others  made  this  seem  necessary.

entire  force  of  the  Fire  Department.

The  apparatus  of  the  department  consists  of  one  two 
horse  hook  and  ladder  truck,  with  three  hundred  feet  of 
good  ladders,  and  fully  equipped  with  small  tools.  Two 
one-horse  hose  carriages  with  3,700  feet  of  cotton  hose  in 
good  condition,  and  fully  equipped.  One  hand  reel  with 
500  feet  of  cotton  hose  in  poor  condition  and  250  feet 
leather  hose  at  Farmer’s  Village.  One  hand  reel  with  five 
hundred  feet  of  leather  hose  in  good  condition  and  100 
feet  of  cotton  hose  in  poor  condition.  One  two  horse 
hook  and  ladder  truck  fully  equipped  at  South  Attlebor- 
ough. 
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HORSES. 

The  department  is  equipped  with  four  horses,  two  owned 
by  the  town,  and  two  furnished  by  contract  with  Lysander 
Taylor,  which  is  as  goo  i as  can  be  had  until  changes  and 
improvements  are  made  in  the  Dunham  street  house.

The  Gamewell  Fire  Alarm  system  is  in  use  and  is  in 
first-class  working  order  and  consists  of  the  following  ap 
paratus,  seven  miles  of  No.  14  copper  wire,  eighteen  miles 
of  galvanized  iron  wire  No.  9 two  galvanometers,  one 
switch-board  in  battery  room.  One  steam  gong,  located  on 
Pumping  Station,  one  striker  located  in  belfry  of  Univer- 
salist  church,  one  tapper  at  the  residence  of  the  Chief  En- 
gineer, one  tapper  ot  the  residence  of  L.  Taylor,  one  tap- 
per at  the  residence  of  Assistant  Engineer  Howarth.

PERMANENT  IMPROVEMENTS. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  added  four  alarm  boxes 
ten  miles  of  wire,  purchased  1500  feet  of  cotton  hose,  had 
the  two  two  wheel  reels  repaired  and  painted,  built  a house 
at  South  Attleborough,  had  a hot  water  heater  put  in  at 
the  house  of  Hose  Co.  No.  1,  concreted  the  cellar  of  the 
same,  bought  twelve  rubber  coats. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  house  on  Dunham  street 
be  made  more  convenient  so  that  the  horses  can  be  got  at 
more  readily,  realizing  that  the  minutes  we  want  to  save 
are  the  first  ones  after  the  alarm  is  soundtd. 

We  would  recommend  th  >t  the  town  purchase  an  ex- 
press wagon  and  harness  for  the  use  of  the  department,  as 
we  believe  that  by  so  doing  it  will  be  a saving  to  the 
town.

We  would  recommend  that  an  alarm  box  be  put  up  at 
the  corner  of  Park  and  Forest  streets. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  town  purchase  an  addi- 
tional alarm  bell. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  town  purchase  horses  for 
the  Hook  and  Ladder  truck.

REPORT  OF 


SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS. 


To  the  Selectmen  of  Attleborough ; — 

It  was  very  late  in  the  season  when  I took  the  roads  in 
charge.  Consequently  it  was  disadvantageous  to  road  re- 
pairing, for  the  season  was  so  dry  the  roads  being  re- 
paired were  in  anything  but  a satisfactory  condition  for  a 
long  time. 

It  was  a very  dry  summer.  I do  not  know  of  anything 
so  injurious  to  the  highway  as  a long  dry  spell.  About 
the  first  thing  I did  was  to  rake  the  stone.  I used  no  road 
scraper  for  the  reason  that  I did  not  consider  the  roads  in 
a proper  condition  to  scrape.  If  they  had  been  I think  I 
would  have  done  but  very  little  scraping.  Going  over  the 
roads  every  spring  and  giving  them  a general  scraping^ 
not  taking  into  consideration  the  condition  of  the  same 
before  being  scraped  is  a mistake. 

There  is  a small  portion  of  the  roads  where  I think  it 
would  be  beneficial,  providing  there  is  enough  moisture  in 
the  ground  to  make  it  practicable.  There  usually  is  in  the 
Spring. 

It  was  a continuous  dry  spell  from  the  time  I com- 
menced until  the  greater  part  of  the  work  was  done.  I 
had  the  gutters  thoroughly  cleaned  in  the  Spring.  There 
were  comparatively  no  gutters  on  some  streets.  I believe 
in  fixing  the  extremely  bad  places  in  a substantial  manner. 
By  so  doing  they  will  remain  so  for  sometime  to  come  by 
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being  properly  looked  after.  A stitch  in  time  saves  nine 
as  the  saying  goes. 

It  takes  proper  material  and  lots  of  it  to  accomplish 
satisfactory  results.  Consequently  it  will  take  consider- 
able money,  whereas  if  there  is  a load  put  here  and  there 
occasionally  it  would  not  require  so  much  material  or 
money.  After  they  are  got  in  shape  they  could  be  main- 
tained by  putting  a load  here  and  there  occasionally.  In 
fact  a man  with  a horse  and  cart  could  look  after  quite  a 
territory.  It  is  a question  in  my  mind  if  it  would  not  be 
advisable  for  the  taxpayers  to  be  a little  more  liberal  in 
its  highway  appropriations  for  two  or  three  years  to  come 
and  put  their  streets  in  a respectable  condition.  Am 
sorry  to  say  they  are  far  from  it  at  the  present  time.  The 
benefits  to  be  derived  would  be  many.  I do  not  think 
there  is  anything  that  would  help  the  town  any  more  in 
a financial  point  of  view.  It  would  give  strangers  a bet- 
ter impression  to  drive  over  good  hard  streets  than  it 
would  to  drive  over  some  of  our  principal  streets,  mud 
half  way  to  the  hub  within  stone  throw  of  the  depot.  I 
believe  with  good  streets  the  tax  payers  would  realize  the 
improvement  to  be  of  far  greater  value  many  times  over 
than  the  trifling  increase  of  their  tax.  There  are  a great 
many  advantages  to  be  derived  from  good  roads  and  as 
many  disadvantages  from  bad.  Good  roads  are  a blessing, 
bad  roads  a curse.  Good  roads  would  save  a good  many 
cuss  words.  Good  roads  save  lots  of  wear  and  tear,  save 
hay  and  grain,  save  cruelty  to  dumb  beasts,  good  roads  are 
heard  from  outside  of  immediate  vicinity,  they  save  lots 
of  valuable  time.  I read  an  account  where  they  had  a fire 
at  Middleborough,  Ky.,  resulting  in  the  loss  of  a furniture 
factory.  Had  the  fire  engine  not  been  delayed  by  the 
mud  the  loss  would  have  been  but  slight.  A bad  piece  of 
road  right  in  the  heart  of  the  city  was  the  final  cause  of 
the  loss  of  the  Middleborough  Manufacturing  plant.  I 
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cannot  see  why  the  streets  of  Attleborough  in  a similar 
condition  would  not  be  just  as  disadvantageous  in  case  of 
fire. 

Pleasant  Street, 

From  Mr.  Isaac  Alger’s  to  the  Norton  line  the  road  is 
completely  worn  out.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  drive  a 
horse  out  of  the  walk  in  a muddy  time.  The  centre  of 
the  road  is  almost  a foot  lower  than  the  sides  in  many 
places,  consequently  the  water  settles  in  the  center.  The 
basis  of  all  road  improvements  is  the  thorough  drainage 
of  the  road  surface  and  the  foundation  of  the  road  bed, 
the  crowning  of  the  road  sufficient  to  carry  the  water  to 
side  ditches. 

I am  in  favor  of  public  improvements  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable and  I do  think  it  piacticable  to  put  its  streets  in  a 
condition  so  teams  can  draw  a fair  load  and  not  be  forever 
getting  anywhere.  It  would  do  as  much  to  boom  the  town 
as  anything  I know  of  in  my  opinion. 

The  taxpayers  in  outside  districts  have  been  very  len- 
ient, I have  heard  but  few  complaints.  I presume  they 
thought  it  would  have  done  no  good,  perhaps  judging  from 
time  past.  There  will  certainly  have  to  be  something 
done  in  the  near  future,  they  have  been  neglected  so  long 
that  there  are  some  places  that  will  have  to  be  looked 
after. 

The  general  complaint  is  that  the  money  is  all  being 
laid  out  in  the  village.  It  was  not  all  laid  out  in  the  vil- 
lage last  year,  although  it  could  have  been  to  very  good 
advantage. 

I used  io881oads  of  gravel  and  stone  from  street  car 
barn  to  North  Attleborough  line.  Taking  the  condition 
of  the  road  into  consideration  and' the  amount  of  travel 
over  the  same  I thought  it  advisab/e  to  fix  it  up  a little.  I 
sjsed  quite  an  amount  of  gravel  at  Farmers  Village,  do 
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not  know  how  much,  as  a good  portion  was  given  by  Mr, 
Babcock  on  condition  I would  build  a sidewalk  from  his 
house  towards  Farmers  depot  as  far  as  his  land  went.  The 
town  saved  money  by  so  doing,  the  gravel  put  on  the 
highway  would  have  cost  more  than  it  cost  to  build  the 
walk,  besides  the  walk  being  an  improvement. 

I carted  431  loads  from  Mr.  Nerney’s  pit,  although  the 
report  only  calls  for  249  as  he  allowed  the  town  182  for 
carting  stone  that  could  not  be  used  on  the  highway. 

I used  892  loads  from  Mr.  C.  L.  Watson’s  bank  located 
at  Mechanics.  All  the  gravel  for  curbing  and  paving 
came  from  there,  also  paving  stone  and  small  stone  that 
was  put  on  Park  street  and  other  places.  Had  about  300a 
loads  from  Mr.  Thomas  Knott’s  bank.  It  was  used  to 
Park  and  Pleasant  streets  as  far  as  Taunton  crossing,  and 
had  gravel  from  other  localities.  I cannot  give  the  exact 
amount  of  gravel  used  as  I kept  no  account  of  gravel  that 
was  given.  I had  two  teams  cart  three  days  from  Major 
Horton’s  pit.  I must  have  carted  quite  a quantity  as  it 
was  good  shovelling  and  had  but  a short  distance  to  haul. 
There  was  no  charge.  I kept  no  account  of  gravel  taken 
from  town  bank,  I would  judge  there  had  been  about  600c 
loads  used. 

The  owners  of  the  three  main  gravel  pits  are  C.  L. 
Watson,  Thomas  Knott  and  Town  They  are  about  an 
equal  distance  from  the  centre  of  the  village,  it  is  a long 
distance  to  cart,  it  takes  consideiable  time  to  go  to  and 
fro,  consequently  it  eats  into  money  pretty  fast,  if  there  is 
any  very  great  amount  carted. 

I believe  a portable  stone  crusher  could  be  used  to  ad- 
vantage. There  are  lots  of  field  and  wall  stone  that  could 
be  had  at  very  smJl  cost.  They  would  not  be  as  desirable 
as  stone  of  more  uniform  hardness  but  think  they  would 
answer  the  purpose  very  well  and  would  be  a decided  i m 
provement  over  mud.  I think  the  town  can  get  along  very 
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well  without  a steam  roller  until  such  times  as  it  can  bet- 
ter afford  it. 

Catch  Basins. 

Previous  to  last  cleaning  the  contents  have  been  taken 
out  in  pails,  the  liquid  put  into  barrels  and  carted  off  and 
the  sediment  put  into  carts.  The  consequence  was  it 
caused  lots  of  filth  on  sidewalk  and  gutters.  I had  Mr. 
Sullivan’s  wagon  with  pump  attached  and  pumped  the 
liquid.  It  was  an  old  trap,  the  box  leaked  badly  and  pump 
ditto.  Under  the  circumstances  it  was  not  much  improve- 
ment over  the  old  way  as  far  as  filth  was  concerned* 
whereas  if  the  box  had  been  tight  and  pump  worked  good 
it  would  have  been  a decided  improvement  over  the  old 
way,  although  Mr.  Mahoney  told  me  they  gained  two  a 
day  by  pumping  the  liquid.  I would  recommend  the 
town  to  have  a wagon  built  with  a pump  attached  suitable 
to  clean  them  out  in  a satisfactory  manner.  The  contents 
can  all  be  pumped  by  keeping  the  same  well  stirred. 

They  have  pumps  for  that  purpose.  They  can  be 
cleaned  in  two  thirds  if  not  one  half  the  time,  besides  be- 
ing very  much  cleaner.  A wagon  would  last  the  town  a 
long  time  if  properly  cared  for  and  would  pay  for  itself  in 
a short  time.  I have  been  told  that  Elliott  Bros.,  Woon- 
socket, have  an  arrangement  for  cleaning  catch  basins 
that  works  fine,  the  men  are  as  clean  when  they  are  done 
work  as  when  they  commence. 

There  was  a la*ge  amount  of  surplus  help  last  summer 
There  was  but  little  doing  in  the  shops,  consequently  a 
portion  of  shop  hands  had  to  use  some  other  means  to  get 
a living.  They  came  in  squads  for  work  on  the  highway. 
It  was  rather  embarrassing  at  times  to  know  what  to  do. 
Jewelry  manufacturers  would  come  to  me  to  intercede  for 
some  worthy  friend.  The  town  was  helping  quite  a num- 
ber and  I gave  them  work  as  far  as  I could.  I would  work 
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some  two  or  three  days  and  give  some  one  else  a chance. 
I had  to  refuse  a great  many,  and  would  have  been  glad  to 
put  them  all  to  work.  As  I cou’d  not  I gave  those  work 
that  I thought  most  needy. 

Last  year  the  town  appropriated  $5000  for  the  Bi- 
centennial. The  Town  should  appropriate  one  half  that 
amount  $ 2500  in  addition  to  its  annual  appropriation  and 
tax  the  bicycles  until  the  roads  are  put  in  shape.  I think 
they  could  be  maintained  with  less  than  that  amount. 
There  are  quite  a number  of  slough  holes  where  it  will  re- 
quire considerable  labor  and  material  to  put  them  in 
proper  shape.  After  being  put  in  proper  shape  it  would 
not  cost  the  town  one  half  the  amount  to  put  a load  of 
gravel  on  the  same  when  needed  as  it  would  to  let  it  go  a 
number  of  years  until  the  road  gets  in  the  same  condition 
as  it  was  before  being  fixed. 

I don’t  know  of  any  class  of  people  any  more  interested 
in  the  highway  than  the  wheelmen.  I believe  they  would 
not  object  to  paying  a small  tax  on  their  wheels  for  the 
privilege  of  riding  on  good  roads.  They  would  save  the 
amount  of  tax  in  wear  and  tear,  twice  over.

Report  of  Water  Commissioners. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough  : 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  have  the  honor  to 
submit  their  second  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Dec. 
31,  1894,  together  with  the  reports  of  the  superintendent 
and  registrar  for  the  same  period. 

In  the  statistics  which  preface  this  report  will  be  found 
a statement  of  the  cost  of  pumping  figured  on  the  pump- 
ing station  expenses  and  on  the  total  cost  of  maintenance. 
The  results  obtained  are  gr  itifying  by  showing  a low  cost 
of  pumping. 

Thus  the  cost  of  pumping  has  been  reduced  from  two 
and  one  haT  cents  per  thousand  gallons  during  1893  to  one 
and  eight  tenths  cents  during  1894.  The  extensions  o* 
street  mains  as  shown  in  the  report  of  the  superintendent 
have  been  very  extensive,  in  fact  in  the  last  three  years 
the  length  of  street  mains  have  increased  fifty  per  cent, 
on  the  amount  of  the  street  mains  laid  at  the  beginning  of 
that  period,  nearly  all  of  the  extensions  being  of  large  pipe 
ranging  from  eight  to  sixteen  inches  in  diameter,  while 
•of  the  pipes  first  laid  only  the  main  on  Park  street  was  as 
large  as  eight  inch,  the  remaining  amount  being  six  and 
four  inch  pipe. 

For  making  the  extension  during  the  past  year  the  pipe 
was  purchased  of  the  Radford  Pipe  and  Foundry  Co.  for 
$21.60  per  ton  of  2240  lbs.,  the  lowest  price  at  which  pipe 
has  ever  been  purchased  for  the  works.  The  contract  for 
laying  the  pipe  was  awarded  to  Nahum  Perry  of  this 
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town,  he  being  the  lowest  bidder.  In  making  this  con- 
tract a clause  was  inserted  that  “Residents  of  the  town 
should  be  furnished  employment  at  fifteen  cents  (15)  per 
hour  in  preference  to  other  help  except  when  skilled  labor 
is  required.”  By  this  arrangement  a considerable  part  of 
the  amount  paid  for  wages  on  this  work  was  received  by 
townspeople.  Under  the  vote  of  the  town,  extensions  are 
made  when  a guarantee  of  five  per  cent  on  the  cost  of  such, 
extensions  is  made.  Under  this  plan  the  water  depart- 
ment is  put  to  an  expense  somewhat  greater  than  the  in- 
come received  under  the  guarantee  in  as  much  as  the  in- 
terest on  the  cost  amounts  to  4 per  cent,  whde  the  amoun 
of  increase  in  the  contribution  to  the  sinking  fund  amounts 
to  2 percent,  more  on  the  cost  of  the  extension. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  without  counting  the  cost  of  pump- 
ing or  repairs,  the  expenditure  caused  by  these  extensions 
excee  s the  income  by  one  per  cent.  In  the  case  of  short 
extensions  this  amount  is  hardly  appreciable,  but  when 
the  total  cost  of  such  extensions  amounts  to  between  $40,- 
000  and  $50,000  it  reaches  a considerable  amount.  It  is 
not  our  idea  that  the  guarantee  is  necessarily  too  small,  as 
this  additional  two  per  cent  which  is  contributed  to  the 
sinking  fund  is  really  paying  for  the  first  cost  of  the  work 
and  it  would  hardly  be  fair  to  require  persons  making  the 
guarantee  to  pay  a sum  sufficienc  to  pay  this  first  cost  as 
well  as  the  interest  account,  and  in  fact  it  is  quite  likely 
that  by  an  increased  valuation  the  town  really  receives  an 
income  sufficient  to  cover  the  total  expense  on  this  ac- 
count. We  wished  simply  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  amount  paid  to  the  water  department  by  the  wat- 
«r  takers  under  this  plan  is  not  equal  to  the  expenditures 
made  by  the  department  by  reason  of  these  extensions. 

The  income  from  water  takers  together  with  the  appro- 
priation made  have  been  sufficient  for  the  running  ex- 
penses of  the  department  as  was  estimated.  The  amount 
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paid  by  the  treasurer  for  interest  has  been  larger  than  an. 
ticipated.  This  is  due  partly  to  the  increased  interest  ac- 
count by  reason  of  the  Hebron ville  Extension  and  partly 
to  the  payment  of  interest  coupons  due  in  previous  years, 
but  not  presented  by  the  owners  when  due.  We  have  ar_ 
ranged  for  the  town  treasurer  to  deposit  in  the  bank  from 
this  account  a sum  sufficient  to  cover  all  interest  coupons 
falling  due  up  to  January  1st,  1895,  and  this  amount  is 
included  in  our  financial  statement  of  payments  made  dur- 
ing the  past  year.

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Under  the  plan  suggested  above  the  cost  of  water  for 
school  houses,  fountains  and  lockup  are  included  in  the 
amount  to  be  appropriated  by  the  town  as  itemized.  In 
previous  years  these  amounts  have  been  paid  from  the 
school  and  incidental  appropriations  of  the  town  being  the 
method  in  use  when  the  water  works  were  under  the 
management  of  the  Fire  District.  But  as  the  works  are 
now  owned  by  the  town  it  will  simplify  the  work  and  ac- 
counts of  the  other  departments  if  they  do  not  have  to 
provide  in  their  appropriations  for  these  items.  By  in 
eluding  the  cost  of  water  for  these  departments  in  the 
general  appropriation  the  amount  which  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  raise  for  these  departments  is  lessened  by  the 
amount  stated  in  the  estimates.  We  have  notified  the 
officers  of  these  departments  of  the  change  we  have  rec- 
ommended and  presume  that  they  have  therefore  omitted 
from  their  estimate  any  provision  for  water  bills. 

The  sinking  fund  and  interest  accounts  require  some- 
what larger  amounts  than  last  year  due  to  the  increase  in 
cost  of  construction,  but  the  increase  in  income  from  water 
rates  will  make  it  unnecessary  for  the  appropriation  for 
hydrant  rental  to  be  increased  over  the  amount  of  last  yea  r 
The  estimate  of  the  amount  to  be  placed  in  the  sinking 
fund  was  obtained  by  a careful  calculation  of  the  result  of 
making  certain  additions  yearly,  to  which  was  added  the 
interest  to  be  derived  from  loans  and  deducting  the  amount 
of  bonds  as  each  becomes  due  ; it  was  found  that  the  sum 
named  in  the  estimate  would  be  sufficient  to  pay  all  the 
bonded  indebtedness  and  have  a small  balance  in  the 
treasury. 

Under  authority  of  Chapter  95,  of  the  Acts  of  1884 
water  bonds  to  the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  were 
issued  by  the  Fire  District,  payable  in  thirty  years  and  re- 
deemable in  ten  years  at  the  option  of  the  town. 

At  the  time  these  bonds  were  issued  no  premium  could 
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be  obtained  on  them  but  at  the  ruling  rates  in  the  money 
market  at  the  present  time  a very  considerable  amount 
could  be  realized  as  a premium. 

Therefore  we  have  caused  a petition  to  be  submitted  to 
the  legislature  for  authority  to  issue  bonds  for  the  purpose 
of  refunding  these  bonds  which  may  be  redeemed  as  fol- 
lows : 

$12,000  redeemable  Sept,  i,  1895,  payable  Sept.  1st,  1915. 
$ 20,000  “ Jany.  1,  1899,  “ Jany.  1st,  1919. 

$18,000  “ Jany.  r,  1901,  “ Jany.  1st,  1921. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  bill  submitted  to  the  legislature 
the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  can  be  used  for  no  other  pur- 
pose than  to  refund  the  outstanding  bonds  described  above 
except  that  any  balance  left  after  paying  the  old  bonds 
shall  be  added  to  the  sinking  fund. 

By  refunding  the  outstanding  bonds  and  issuing  the  new 
bonds  for  a period  of  twenty  years  (making  them  payable 
at  the  same  time  the  old  bonds  would  have  become  due) 
the  interest  account  will  be  the  same  in  either  case,  while 
at  the  prices  for  which  bonds  are  selling  today  the  town 
will  probably  realize  a premium  of  two  thousand  dollars 
which  will  be  added  to  the  sinking  fund  and  will  reduce 
the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation  by  this  amount  of  two 
thousand  dollars,  four  hundred  dollars  of  this  amount  can 
be  obtained  in  Sept.  1895  if  money  rates  hold  as  at  presen  t„

of  the  well  and  pumping  station  has  accepted  during  the 
past  year  the  amount  of  the  award  of  the  arbitrators  to 
whom  the  matter  was  referred  and,  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  the  award,  has  delivered  to  the  town  a deed  of 
the  land. 


REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  WATER  WORKS. 


To  the  Water  Commissioners  of  Attleborough. 

Gentlemen: — Herewith  I submit  my  report  as  superin- 
tendent for  the  year  ending  Dec,  31,  1894.  As  shoA/n  in 
the  accompanying  schedule  the  amount  of  pipe  laid  dur- 
ing the  year  has  been  greater  than  during  any  year  since 
the  works  were  built.  The  total  length  of  pipe  laid  dur- 
ing the  year  amounts  to  27,366. 5 feet. 

Omitting  the  pipe  laid  on  streets  where  pipe  had  al- 
ready been  laid,  and  also  omitting  all  hydrant  branches 
and  blow  offs,  the  net  increase  in  the  length  of  the  street 
mains  amounts  to  3.95  miles,  making  the  total  length  of 
street  mains  28.28  miles.  Sixty  five  new  hydrants  were 
set,  fourteen  of  which  replaced  old  hydrants,  making  the 
total  number  of  hydrants  now  connected  with  the  system 
22 1 . 

The  greater  part  of  the  pipe  laid  during  the  past  year 
was  in  making  the  extension  to  Dodgeville  and  Hebron- 
ville  and  consisted  largely  of  twelve  inch  pipe.  With  a 
view  to  finally  making  this  line  apart  of  a second  force 
main  from  the  pumping  station,  it  has  been  furnished 
{like  the  County  street  main)  with  hydrants  having  sec- 
ondary gates  between  the  main  and  the  hydoant  so  that  in 
case  of  accident,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  shut  off  the 
main  in  order  to  make  repairs  on  the  hydrants.  Upon  the 
completion  of  the  extension  as  far  as  Dodgeville  a test  of 
the  fire  service  was  made  by  the  fire  department.  Tank 
pressure  only  was  used  with  the  result  that  six  good  fire 
streams  were  thrown  simultaneously. 
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Three  of  the  streams  were  then  siamezed  into  one 
stream  and  thrown  through  the  two  inch  deluge  nozzle 
over  the  vane  on  the  cupola  of  the  mill.  At  the  some 
time  the  three  other  single  streams  were  in  use. 

In  connection  with  the  work  of  the  extension,  the  fire 
service  on  North  Main  street  srom  Park  street  to  Sanford 
street,  and  on  Sanford  street  has  been  greatly  improved 
by  replacing  the  small  cement-pipes  with  twelve  and 
eight-inch  iron  pipes  respectively,  The  need  of  ample  fire 
protection  in  this  vicinity  was  forcibly  illustrated  at  the 
time  of  the  fire  in  the  laundry  building  on  Academy 
street  recently.  At  that  time  four  fire  streams  were  taken 
from  Sanford  street  while  probably  eight  more  could  have 
been  obtained  from  North  Main  street  if  needed;  while 
from  the  four  inch  and  six  inch  pipes  previously  in  use  on 
Sanford  and  North  Main  streets  but  one  good  stream 
could  have  been  obtained  from  Sanford  street  and  not 
more  than  two  or  at  the  most  three  from  North  Main 
street. 

At  the  present  time  the  busme.-s  property,  in  the  im- 
mediate centre  of  the  village,  is  protected  bv  cast  iron 
mains  of  good  size  which  can  be  disconnected  from  the 
cement  pipe  by  gates  in  case  of  necessity. 

The  electric  light  station  at  the  Farmers  having  been 
rebuilt,  a connection  has  been  made  with  the  pump  in  use 
at  their  station  as  suggested  in  the  report  of  last  year. 
Upon  the  com  letion  of  this  connection  a test  of  their 
pump  was  made.  The  gate  on  V\  est  street  near  North 
avenue  was  closed  and  water  was  forced  from  their  pump 
into  the  main  on  West  street  between  North  avenue  and 
Mechanics  street.  Two  good  fire  streams  were  delivered 
with  a pressure  at  the  pump  of  sixty  (60)  lbs.  By  this  ar- 
rangement of  fire  service,  at  any  point  between  the  rail- 
road crossing  on  North  Main  street  and  the  Farmers,  can 
be  doubled  by  having  a supply  of  water  furnished  through 
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the  pipe  from  both  ways.  While  there  may  be  in  case  of 
fire,  an  uncertainty  about  being  able  to  promptly  obtain 
from  such  a connection  a supply  of  water  that  makes  it 
advisable  to  depend  as  little  as  possible  on  such  connec- 
tions yet  in  this  case  it  was  deemed  best  to  make  the  con- 
nection, in  as  much  as  the  owners  of  the  property  guaran- 
teed to  take  a sufficient  amount  of  water  for  domestic 
uses  to  pay  five  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  all  pipe  that  was 
laid. 

During  the  summer  months,  a systematic  plan  of  flush- 
ing all  hydrants  on  dead  ends  was  followed  which  has  re- 
sulted in  removing  from  the  pipes  a great  deal  of  reddish 
colored  matter  formerly  found  in  the  pipes  (often  called' 
iron  rust)  but  which  is  known  to  be  a fungus  called  “Cren- 
othrix  ” This  growth  often  occurs  in  water  containing  a 
large  amount  of  iron,  which  is  either  imperfectly  filtered 
being  pumped,  or  contains  a considerable  amount  of  or- 
ganic matter  on  which  this  organism  feeds.  Crenothrix 
hasjnot  been  found  at  the  new  well  and  it  is  probable  that  by 
continuing  the  plan  of  thoroughly  flushing  all  dead  ends 
at  regular  intervals  during  the  summer,  that  the  greater 
part  if  not  all  of  the  growth  already  attached  to  the  pipes 
can  be  flushed  out,  while  the  water  being  furnished  con- 
tains so  little  iron  and  organic  matter  that  there  will  be 
little  or  no  further  growth  of  this  organism.  The  qual- 
tity  of  the  water  from  the  well  at  South  Attlebororough 
during  the  past  yeir  has  been  excellent  as  is  indicated  by 
the  analyses  appended. 

The  quantity  has  been  ample  although  the  drouth  of  the 
Pa$t  summer  was  especially  long  and  severe.  The  amount 
of  wi  ter  used  during  the  last  twelve  months  was  con- 
si  l j r i biy  more  th  in  was  used  during  the  previous  year.

The  average  caily  consumption  for  the  week  ending 
September  16,  was  391,463  gallons,  being  the  week  of 
greatest  consumption. 

July  13  540,080  ga  11c  ns  were  pumped,  being  the  great- 
est amount  pumped  in  any  day  between  June  1,  and  Jan- 
1.  At  the  time  the  tank  was  being  painted  970,640  gal- 
lons were  pumped  on  March  26.  Of  the  above  amount  it 
required  662,681  gallons  to  fill  the  tank  and  the  balance 
•was  used  by  the  water  takers. 

During  the  spring  and  early  summer  the  quantity  of 
water  that  leaked  from  the  pond  amounted  to  fully  one 
million  gallons  per  day.  This  resulted  in  the  lowering  of 
the  pond  between  two  and  three  feet  below  the  level  of 
the  waste  way.  By  your  directions  an  attempt  was  made 
to  stop  this  leakage  by  the  following  means: 

An  examination  showed  that  a considerable  amount  of 
the  leakage  was  through  the  sides  of  the  flume  to  the 
wheel  pit  in  Orr’s  Factory  and  through  the  wheel  pit  it- 
self. As  water  was  used  but  little  in  the  summer  months 

in  the  factory  for  power  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  pro- 
vide means  for  entirely  cutting  off  the  supply  to  this  flume

Average  daily  consumption  for  the  year, 
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at  a point  near  the  pond.  This  was  done  therefore  by' 
driving  a row  of  matched  sheathing  across  the  fiume,  and 
into  the  banks  a considerable  distance  on  each  side,  the 
bottom  of  the  sheathing  being  driven  to  a depth  of  several 
feet  below  the  bottom  of  the  flume.  The  sheathing  was 
cut  off  level  with  the  bottom  of  the  flume,  while  on  each 
side  of  the  flume  tight  buck  walls  were  built  to  the  sur- 
face of  the  ground.  Between  these  walls  stop  planks, 
were  inserted  which  effectually  cut  off  all  leakage  and 
supply  in  this  direction.  In  case  of  flood  or  in  case  it  is 
desired  to  supply  water  to  the  wheel  pit  these  stop  planks 
can  be  taken  out  leaving  a passage  way  equal  to  the  orig- 
inal area  of  the  flume.  The  matched  sheathing  was  con- 
tinued through  the  centre  of  the  dam  towards  the  waste 
way,  for  a distance  of  about  eighty  feet  and  to  a depth  of 
ten  feet  or  more  below  the  surface  of  the  dam.  This 
sheathing,  with  aline  of  sheathing  that  was  already  in 
place  near  the  dam,  provi  les  a core  for  the  dam  from  the 
road  to  the  west  side  of  the  waste  way.  In  placing  this 
sheathing  in  place  several  large  bowlders  were  encoun- 
tered at  a considerable  depth  and  removed.  It  is  proba- 
ble that  a considerable  leakage  occurred  at  this  point  by 
reason  of  the  imperfect  packing  of  the  gravel  among  these 
stones  which  were  probably  a part  of  the  foundation  of  an 
old  shop  that  once  stood  in  that  location.  At  the  waste 

way  where  the  leak  had  been  most  evident,  as  was  shown 
by  a continual  boiling  up  of  the  water  just  below  the 
stone  work,  we  were  fortunate  in  finding  that  the  water 
passed  from  the  west  side  of  the  waste  way  under  the 
wing  wall  and  not  directly  under  the  waste  way  as  was 
first  supposed.  Having  cleared  away  the  gravel  on  each 
side  of  the  wall  the  water  was  kept  down  by  pumping  and 
a large  opening  was  found  directly  beneath  the  wing  wall. 
This  was  thoroughly  filled  with  a cement  grout  and  the 
priring  carefully  joined  to  the  wall  of  the  waste  way  at  a. 
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point  back  of  where  this  opening  had  been  found.  In 
making  these  repairs  at  this  place  care  was  used  to  avoid 
as  much  as  possible  any  disturbance  of  the  embankment’ 
or  stone  work  except  where  it  appeared  absolutely  nec 
essary  for  fear  that  the  result  might  be  an  increase  in  the 
amount  of  the  leakage.  As  the  pond  filled  up  in  the  fal^ 
a careful  watch  was  kept  but  no  leak  has  been  noticed  at 
this  place.  Readings  have  been  taken  on  a weir  placed 
below  the  dam  and  it  is  found  that  up  to  the  time  the  pond 
became  full,  the  leakage  through  the  dam  after  the  repairs- 
were  completed  was  less  than  150,000  gallons  per  day 
This  leakage  does  not  come  from  that  part  of  the  dam 
where  the  repairs  were  made  but  from  under  the  planking 
of  the  flood  gates  on  the  east  side  of  the  dam.  It  would 
be  rather  difficult  to  entirely  cut  off  any  leakage  from  this 
direction  and  in  fact  if  the  entire  leakage  does  not  exceed 
150,000  gallons  per  day  the  supply  will  not  be  materially 
effected  as  it  would  be  but  from  10  to  15  per  cent  of  the 
amount  which  leaked  away  during  1893  and  apart  of  1894. 

The  supply  of  water  for  Orr’s  Factory  for  dyeing  and 
bleaching  is  now  furnished  through  a six  inch  pipe  from  a 
point  in  the  flume  between  the  pond  and  the  stop  planks 
described  above.  From  this  pipe  it  enters  a wooden  tank 
from  which  it  is  distributed  to  the  tanks  through  lines  of 
hose.  The  supply  pipe  is  fitted  with  gates  and  the  entire 
arrangement  provides  means  for  controlling  and  measu 
ing  the  water  supplied  to  the  factory. 

In  addition  to  the  repairs  described  above,  dashboards 
have  been  provided  for  the  waste  way  which  can  be  placed 
in  position  after  flood  water  has  passed  in  the  spring  and 
removed  as  soon  as  the  fall  rains  begin  to  increase  the- 
flow  of  the  streams. 

These  dashboards  will  raise  the  surface  of  the  water  hi 
the  pond  twelve  inches  above  the  level  of  the  waste  way 
and  retain  in  storage  in  the  pond  40,000,000  gallons  more: 
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than  was  contained  in  the  pond  during  July  of  1894.  Be- 
•sides  this  amount  there  will  be  a considerable  quantity  of 
water  retained  in  the  ground  adjacent  to  the  pond.  In 
fact  it  is  this  forcing  the  water  in  the  ground  to  rise  to  a 
certain  level  that  makes  it  advisable  to  keep  the  water  in 
the  pond  to  a high  level.  At  present  we  cannot  with  cer- 
tainty determine  how  long  this  entire  quantity  can  be  kept 
in  storage  in  this  pond  even  with  the  dam  practically 
tight. 

This  pond  is  supplied  during  the  summer  months  by  the 
dry  weather  flow  from  the  water  shed  above  the  ponr. 
generally  in  the  form  of  an  underground  stream  amount- 
ing probably  to  800,000  gallons  per  day. 

If  the  dam  and  the  banks  to  the  pond  were  sufficiently 
tight  to  prevent  all  leakage  through  or  under  them  then 
this  daily  flow  from  the  water  shed  could  pass  below  this 
pond  only  by  flowing  over  the  waste  way  at  the  dam. 

Under  the  present  conditions  this  underground  flow 
and  the  water  in  storage  in  the  pond  may  be  withdrawn  as 
follows: 

I.  By  evaporation. 

II.  The  well  is  largely  supplied  by  the  underground 
flow  from  the  water  shed  above  as  it  is  intercepted  on  its 
way  towards  the  pond. 

III.  By  use  at  Orr’s  Factory. 

IV.  By  leakage  at  the  dam. 

V.  By  gradual  percolation  through  the  natural  banks  of 
the  pond  to  a point  in  the  stream  below  the  dam. 

The  loss  by  evaporation  will  probably  not  greatly  exceed 
that  of  previous  years  and  can  be  estimated  quite  closely. 
The  loss  by  the  second,  third  and  fourth  methods  can  be 
measured  accurately.  The  loss  by  the  fifth  method,  which 
will  be  increased  by  the  increased  head  due  to  the  raising 
•of  the  water  in  the  pond,  is  uncertain  and  depends  largely 
on  the  porosity  of  the  material  of  which  the  banks  and  the 
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bottom  of  the  pond  are  composed.  It  is  this  very  poros- 
ity of  the  ground  in  the  vicinity  of  the  well  which  ren- 
ders possible  the  large  yield  which  we  obtain  from  the 
well.  We  would  be  fortunate  indeed  if,  at  all  points 
where  there  is  tendency  of  the  water  to  leak  away  from 
this  basin,  the  material  is  sufficiently  fine  and  compact  to 
prevent  any  loss  by  percolation. 

If  we  assume  that  the  loss  during  the  summer  by  evap- 
oration and  percolation  will  be  equ  d to  eighteen  inches  in 
depth  over  the  area  of  the  pond  we  will  still  have  left  20,- 
000,000  gallons  more  than  was  in  storage  in  July  1893 
which  is  equal  to  an  increased  supply  of  200,000  gallons 
per  day  for  100  days.  During  the  coming  year  it  is  in- 
tended to  take  measurements  at  two  other  places  on  the 
stream  oeluw  the  dam  as  well  as  records  of  the  hei  ht  of 
water  in  the  pond  which  together  with  the  records 
of  the  rainfall  will  be  useful  in  determining  the 
yield  which  can  be  expected  from  this  location  under  var- 
ious conditions  of  rainfall  and  storage. 

i y examining  the  records  of  the  average  daily  consump- 
tion during  the  months  of  1893  and  189rj.it  will  be  noticed 
that  in  December  1894  when  water  was  being  supplied  to 
Dodgeville  and  Hebronville  the  consumption  amounted  to 
294,091  gallons  daily  or  about  80,000  gallons  per  day  more 
than  was  used  in  December  1893. 

This  increase  was  not  due  entirely  to  the  amount  used 
in  Dodgeville  and  Hebronville  as  extensions  were  also 
made  in  South  Attleboro  where  several  water  takers  were 
added.  A considerable  part  of  the  increased  consumption 
was  probably  used  in  the  village  of  Attleboro,  not  only  by 
additional  water  takers  in  the  village  but  by  a gradual  in- 
crease in  the  amount  used  by  water  takers  who  have  been 
using  town  water  for  a considerable  time  and  also  by  in 
creased  use  for  manufacturing  purposes. 

It  is  probable  therefore  that  during  the  summer  of  1895 
the  average  daily  consumption  for  some  of  the  weeks  may 
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equal  500,000  gallons  per  day  while  the  dady  consumption 
in  some  days  may  exceed  600,000  gallons.  Some  idea  of 
what  these  figures  mean  c^n  be  obtained  when  we  consider 
that  a daily  consumption  of  662,681  gallons  means  the  use 
of  a quantity  equal  to  the  entire  capacity  of  the  water 
tank. 

In  many  places  a large  distributing  reservoir  situated  at 
a considerable  elevation,  contains  several  days  supply  so 
that  although  a large  quantity  may  be  used  in  one  day.  it 
is  not  necessary  to  pump  from  the  source  of  supply  daily 
any  more  than  the  daily  average  of  several  days  consump- 
tion' 

But  in  our  case  if  more  than  150,000  gallons  are  drawn 
from  the  tank  while  the  pumps  are  not  running,  the  pres- 
sure falls  below  the  limir.  where  it  is  advisable  to  keep  it 
fora  satisfactory  fire  service.  Therefore  in  case  of  a large 
daily  consumption  the  supply  must  be  promptly  furnished 
from  the  pumping  station  as  the  water  is  used.  This  in- 
crease in  the  amount  of  water  used  per  day  has  been  very 
considerable  in  the  last  two  years,  yet  the  increase  has 
been  due  to  natural  causes  which  must  be  expected  and 
provided  for,  as, 

I.  The  extension  of  the  street  mains  and  an  increased 
number  of  water  takers. 

II.  Increased  use  for  manufacturing  purposes. 

III.  Increased  use  by  all  consumers  due  largely  to  the 
more  general  adoption  of  modern  sanitary  appliances. 

IV  The  probability  that  eventually  a sewerage  system 
may  be  adopted  and  built  that  will  require  a large  amount 
of  water  lor  the  flushing  of  the  sewer  pipes  as  well  as 
more  rapid  increase  un  er  section  III  just  referred  to. 

The  average  consumption  per  capita  in  Attleborough  has 
been  small  compared  with  the  consumption  in  cities  and 
towns  of  Massachusetts  of  an  equal  or  greater  population 
Thus  for  1893  the  average  daily  consumption  per  capita 
in  Attleborough  was  27  gallons  while  in  the  35  cities  and 
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towns  of  a larger  population  than  Attleboro  the  average 
daily  consumption  was  53  gallons  per  capita.  These  fig- 
ures and  conditions  all  point  with  certainty  to  the  fact  that 
it  will  not  be  long  before  the  daily  consumption  in  Attle- 
borough during  a part  of  the  year  may  amount  to  1000,000 
gallons  daily.  From  a financial  point  of  view  any  such  in- 
crease in  the  consumption  of  water  must  result  in  a large- 
ly increased  revenue  for  the  town  over  and  above  all  costs 
of  providing  for  the  same  in  so  far  as  the  consumption  is 
due  to  a healthy  growth  of  the  town  and  a legitimate  and 
economical  use  of  the  water.  In  view  of  the  possibility  of 
such  an  increase  in  the  consumption  of  water  it  may  be  of 
interest  to  consider  the  opportunities  for  obtaining  and 
supplying  the  amount  which  may  be  needed  from  the 
water  shed  of  the  Seven  Mile  River. 

Above  the  pumping  station  is  a water  shed  of  nearly 
eight  -quare  miles  having  practically  no  storage  of  water 
during  the  summer  season  but  containing  several  locations 
where  storage  reservoirs  of  lar^e  capacity  can  be  built  at  a 
reasonable  cost.  With  proper  storage  basins  this  water 
shed  could  be  made  to  furnish  a yield  of  3,000,000  to 
to  4, 000, coo  g .lions  per  day  throughout  the  entire  year. 
By  furnishing  storage  that  would  increase  the  flow  of  the 
stream  by  1.000,000  gallons  per  day  du  ing  the  summer 
months  and  extending  a filter  gallery  in  a north-easterly 
direction  from  the  pumping  station  the  increased  supply 
can  be  intercepted  in  the  coarse  gravel  in  which  the  filter 
gallery  would  be  built  and  taken  from  the  ground  in  the 
form  of  a ground  water,  the  quality  of  which  would  proba- 
ablv  be  the  same  as  that  now  obtained  from  the  well. 

j 

A comparison  of  the  yield  obtained  from  the  well  at 
So.  Attleborough  and  other  sources  of  ground  water  supply 
in  the  state  may  be  of  interest  at  this  time. 

In  1890  water  supp’y  statistics  were  compiled  showing 
the  conditions  existing  at  the  end  of  1889.  The  state  then 
contained  25  cities  and  326  towns.  Of  this  number  132 
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places  were  provided  with  public  water  supplied  from  128 
sources.  Of  these  54  were  ground  water  sources  and  74 
surface  water  sources.  Of  those  supplied  from  ground 
water  sources  but  8 had  a greater  daily  average  consump- 
tion than  Attleborough  has  at  the  present  time,  300,000  gal- 
lons. Of  these  eight  there  were  four  supplied  from  large 
biter  galleries  and  four  from  wells.  Of  the  four  supplied 
from  wells  none  received  their  supply  entirely  from  one 
well  but  all  have  at  least  two  large  wells  and  in  some  cases 
their  supply  is  supplemented  by  either  driven  wells  or  a 
surface  supply. 

Appended  will  be  found  schedules  of  pipe  laid  during 
the  year,  pumping  records  and  analyses  made  of  the  water 
during  the  year.

Report  of  Board  of  Health. 


In  accordance  with  the  requireme  nts  of  the  Public  Sta- 
tutes, the  Board  of  Health  hereby  makes  its  customary 
annual  report. 

The  Board  organized  March  29,  by  choosing  E S.  Hor- 
ton, chairman,  and  J W.  Battershall,  secretary. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

There  have  been  one  hundred  and  seven  fewer  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  during  the  year  than  in  1893.  This  no 
doubt  has  been  owing  to  a more  rigid  quarantine  of  per- 
sons suffering  from  such,  and  the  exclusion  from  school 
for  a longer  period,  than  has  heretofore  been  required,  of 
children  living  in  houses  where  such  diseases  have  existed 
In  view  of  the  prevalence  of  diphtheria  in  many  towns  of 
the  Commonwealth,  and  of  the  fact  that  it  is  very  difficult 
to  detect  the  disease  in  its  mild  form,  the  Board  desires  to 
emphasize  the  importance  of  absenting  all  children  from 
school  who  are  suffering  with  sore  throats,  however  mild, 
and  of  notifying  the  family  physician  at  once. 

Teachers  of  our  schools  will  do  well,  and  do  much  to 
lessen  the  spread  of  this  mast  fatal  disease,  if  they  will 
prohibit  from  attending  school,  any  child  suffering  from 
sore  throat.  Any  child  having  a rash  upon  its  body  should 
be  sent  home  at  once,  and  not  allowed  to  attend  school 
again,  without  a certificate  from  a physician  stating  that 
it  is  not  of  a contagious  nature. 

The  great  difference  in  the  number  of  infectious  dis- 
eases between  this  and  last  year  is  due  to  the  prevalence 
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of  measles  during  the  year  of  1893.  Since  the  exclusion 
from  school  of  children  living  in  houses  where  this  dis- 
ease has  b'*en,  for  a period  of  two  weeks,  dating  from  the 
extermination  of  the  last  case  in  such  houses,  it  has  grad- 
ually died  out,  only  two  cases  hiving  been  reported  dur- 
ing the  past  year. 

There  have  been  but  ten  cases  of  scarlet  fever  during 
the  year,  three  of  them  occurring  in  a family,  where  the 
parties  were  visiting,  who  had  left  their  homes  to  escape 
the  disease,  it  being  very  prevalent  in  their  town.  Last 
year  thirty  cases  were  reported. 

There  have  been  fourteen  deaths  from  tuberculosis  dur- 
ing the  year,  the  number  of  cases  not  being  reported. 
Nineteen  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  been  reported,  being 
seven  more  than  in  1893. 

Nuisances. 

All  cases  of  nuisance  reported  to  the  Board  during  the 
year,  have  been  promptly  attended  to  and  abated.  Fewer 
complaints  than  usua  have  been  made.  We  believe  the  san- 
itary condition  of  this  town  would  be  greatly  improved  if 
each  householder  would  in  the  early  Spring  and  Fall  have 
a general  cleaning  up  of  their  back  yards,  and  their  privy 
vaults  and  cess-pools  emptied  and  also  thoroughly  disin- 
fected. This  would  remove  one  of  the  most  dangerous 
menances  to  the  health  of  our  people. 

Plumbing. 

On  the  6th  of  March,  an  act  was  passed  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Governor  relative  to  the  licensing  of 
plumbers  and  the  supervision  of  the  plumbing 
business.  This  act  requires  the  Board  of  Health  of  each 
town  of  over  five  thousand  inhabitants,  to  appoint  a Board 
of  Examiners  of  Plumbers,  one  of  which  must  be  a mem- 
ber of  Board  of  Health.  It  also  requires  that  the  Board  of 
Health  shall  issue  all  permits  to  do  plumbing  work,  to 
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grant  licenses  to  all  persons  engaged  . in  the  business  who 
are  found  to  be  qualified  to  do  so,  and  to  appoint  one  or 
more  persons  as  inspectors  of  plumbing.  Under  this  act 
the  board  appointed  E.  S.  Horton,  Nahum  Perry  and 
Blben  Hirst,  examiners  of  plumbers.  No  inspector  has 
been  appointed  owing  to  the  fact  that  none  of  our  local 
plumbers  will  accept  the  position.  The  Board  is  now  ne- 
gotiating with  an  inspector  of  another  town  to  fill  this 
most  important  position.  Rules  regulating  the  plumbing 
business  were  drawn  up  by  the  Beard  of  Examiners  which 
were  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health,  and  they  have 
been  in  force  since  the  first  of  September.  So  far  as 
known,  these  rules  have  given  general  satisfaction.  The 
importance  of  the  inspection  of  plumbing  work  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  40  per  cent  of  all  work  done  in 
Piovidence  the  past  year  was  condemned  by  the  inspector 
as  defective. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Honorable  Board  of 
selectmen  to  the  fact  that  this  act  requires  the  passage  of 
an  ordinance  or  by-law  by  the  town  “prescribing  rules  and 
regulations  for  materials,  construction,  alteration,  and  in- 
spection of  all  pipes,  tanks,  faucets,  valves  and  other  fix- 
tures, by  and  through  which  waste  water  or  sewerage  is 
used  or  carried/’  and  provides  that  “no  such  pipes,  tanks, 
faucets,  valves,  or  other  fixtures  shall  be  placed  in  any 
building  in  such  town,  except  in  accordance  with  plans, 
which  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health  of  said 
towns. 

MORTALITY. 

There  were  146  deaths  registeied  during  the  year,  this 
being  four  less  than  in  1893.  The  reason  that  the  death 
rate  is  so  close  for  the  two  years  when  the  cases  of  infec- 
tious diseases  have  abated  so  much,  is  that  while  the  dis- 
eases raged  more  extensively  in  1893  than  in  1894,  they 
were  mostly  of  a mild  type,  and  the  death  rate  from  this 
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cause  very  small.  This  fact,  however,  should  not  in  any 
degree  lessen  the  care  and  caution  enjoined  in  the  first 
part  of  this  report.  There  were  two  deaths  from  scarlet 
fever,  six  from  diphtheria,  three  from  typhoid  fever,  four- 
teen from  pneumonia,  fourteen  from  tuberculosis,  eleven 
from  heart  disease,  five  from  accident  and  one  from  sui- 
cide. 

The  death  from  all  causes  correspond  to  an  annual  death 
rate  of  18  in  a thousand  of  our  population.  Table  2 gives 
the  cause  of  all  deaths.

Trustees  of  Public  Library. 

j 


The  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  in  making  their 
seventh  annual  report  to  the  town  are  pleased  to  record 
an  increased  interest  on  the  part  of  the  public  in  the  lib- 
rary. More  volumes  were  placed  in  circu  a ion  last  year 
than  ever  before.  A constant  and  steady  growth  in  cir- 
culation has  been  noticed  each  year,  but  that  of  the  past 
year  has  been  the  greatest  of  all.  The  number  of  volumes 
taken  out  during  the  year,  was  24,1  r 2,  an  increase  of  more 
than  6000  volumes  over  the  preceding  year,  or  an  average 
of  241  books  each  day  that  the  library  was  open.  This 
large  number  of  bo^k-ta'wers  is  very  gratifying  to  the  trus- 
tees It  indicates  that  Attleboro  possesses  a reading  pub- 
lic to  a marked  degree  and  it  also  snows  that  the  selection 
of  books,  carefully  made  by  the  trustees  meets  the  ap- 
proval of  the  rea  ing  people.  It  speaks  well  for  the  town 
and  it  must  satisfy  the  taxpayers,  who  support  the  Library 
proving  that  the  sum  annually  appropriated  is  one  of  the 
wisest  expenditures  that  c m be  made. 

The  change  to  the  new  rooms  on  Railroad  avenue  has 
been  a benefit  to  the  patrons  of  the  library  as  well  as  to 
the  officers.  Of  easy  access,  well  lighted  aud  convenient, 
it  accounts  perhaps  in  a large  measure  for  the  greater  use 
of  the  library. 

During  the  past  year  336  new  books  have  been  pur- 
chased for  the  library  ; 40  of  these  replaced  worn-out  copies 
of  books  that  had  been  in  great  demand,  leaving  296  new 
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additions  by  purchase.  Friends  of  the  library  have  don- 
ated 42  volumes,  25  of  this  number  being  public  docu- 
ments. The  principal  gift  received  was  a check  of  $25 
from  Mrs.  Florence  Fisher  Lamb;  this  sum  at  her  request 
was  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  to  be  known  as  the 
“‘Bi-Centennial  Wm.  M.  Fisher  Memorial”  in  honor  of  her 
father. 

The  details  of  the  expenditure  of  the  amount  annually 
appropriated  by  the  town,  one  thousand  dollars  is  given 
below  The  trustees  would  advise  the  appropriation  of  a 
like  sum  for  the  ensuing  year.  More  money  could  wisely 
be  spent,  and  in  the  near  future  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
town  will  appropriate  a larger  sum.

REPORT  OF  THE 


INSPECTOR  OF  MILK,  PROVISION 
AND  CATTLE. 


To  the  Selectmen  of  Attleborotigh  : 

Gentlemen  : I herewith  present  a report  of  the  duties 

which  I have  performed  as  Inspector  of  Milk,  Provisions  and 
Cattle  during  the  past  year. 

I have  issued  twentysix  milk  licenses  at  fifty  cents  each 
amounting  to  $13  which  has  been  turned  into  the  town 
treasury. 

The  first  of  every  month  I have  inspected  the  milk  on 
sale  by  these  twenty-six  dealers,  making  a total  of  three 
hundred  and  twelve  tests  for  the  year  and  in  every  case 
have  found  the  milk  up  to  the  required  standard. 

I have  thoroughly  examined  five  hundred  and  sixty-three 
cattle  and  of  that  number  have  condemned  twenty-four  as 
being  infected  with  the  contagious  disease  known  as  tub 
erculosis  and  witnessed  their  burial. 

June  20th,  ifc>94anactwas  passed  compelling  the  se- 
lectmen to  appoint  an  Inspector  of  Cattle  and  Provisions, 
and  in  pursuance  of  this  law  I received  the  appointment, 
and  by  the  requirements  of  this  law  my  duties  have  been 
greatly  increased. 

Every  Inspector  is  required  to  keep  a full  record  of  such 
inspections  as  he  may  make  and  report  the  same  monthly 
to  the  State  Board  of  Cattle  Commissioners. 

By  the  provisions  of  the  law  the  inspector  is  required  to 
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be  present  wherever  a cow  or  calf  is  slaughtered,  and 
every  butcher  is  required  to  obtain  a license  from  the  se- 
lectmen defining  the  location  of  his  establishment  and  the 
amount  of  business  he  desires  to  transact  before  entering 
upon  the  work  and  for  each  license  so  issued  the  sum  of 
one  dollar  is  paid  into  the  town  treasury.  Any  butcher 
failing  to  obtain  the  above  mentioned  license  is  liable  to 
a fine  of  five  hundred  dollars  and  one  month  imprisonment. 

I am  required  to  witness  the  slaughtering  of  cattle  in  all 
parts  of  the  town  of  Attleborough  and  even  the  slaughter- 
ing of  a cow  or  calf  at  the  home  of  the  owner  requires  my 
presence. 

During  the  year  I have  attended  the  slaughtering  of 
twenty-six  calves,  thirteen  cows,  four  oxen  and  two  bulls* 
all  of  which  were  cases  which  occurred  between  Sept.  1st 
and  Dec.  31st  and  out  of  the  above  number  five  have  been 
condemned  as  diseased  with  tuberculosis  and  buried. 

The  act  relating  to  the  duties  of  the  Inspector  is  Chap. 
491,  acts  of  1894.

They  sell  but  one  grade  of  oil  here  and  that  I find  on  in- 
spection  to  flash  at  1 1 8 degrees,  ignite  at  134  degrees  with 
a slight  variation  whether  the  oil  is  if  taken  from  a full  tank 
or  from  one  nearly  empty 

There  has  been  the  usual  number  of  complaints  in  re- 
gard to  the  weights  and  measures  used  by  the  merchants 
in  town.  On  examination  I have  found  some  of  them  had 
good  cause  therefor.  Others  seemed  to  be  caused  by  the 
person’s  tendency  to  find  fault  without  any  knowledge  to 
sustain  them.

town  and  the  occasion.  For  the  complete  and  acknowl- 
edged success  of  the  celebration  and  its  freedom  trom 
every  jarring  note,  we  are  indebted,  next  under  Divine 
Providence,  to  the  noble  generosity  and  warm  patriotism 
of  the  townspeople,  whose  ready  response  to  every  de- 
mand and  active  aid  in  every  emergency  made  it  possible 
to  carry  out  to  such  a happy  conclusion  the  programme 
presented  at  the  last  annual  town  meeting.  And  your 
committee  cannot  but  feel  that  whatever  the  sacrifi- 
ces made,  the  lessons  in  patriotism  we  then  learned  anew 
make  us  happier  today  and  prepare  us  to  enter  upon  the 
third  century  of  our  municipal  existence  with  increased  de- 
votion, loftier  purposes,  nobler  aims. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  twenty  one  meetings 
of  the  Committee  and  innumerable  meetings  of  the 
twenty-one  sub-committees  to  whose  care  different  parts 
of  the  programme  were  assigned.

It  is  a source  of  pride  and  pleasure  to  your  committee 
to  record  the  tact  that  there  remains  a substantial  unex- 
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pended  balance  of  the  appropriation  to  be  covered  into  the 
treasury  as  will  appear  by  reference  to  the  accompanying 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

In  view  of  this  fact  your  Committee  has  considered  the 
benefits  that  would  accrue  to  the  town  by  the  publication 
of  a permanent  memorial  of  the  celebration  and  heartily 
endorse  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
in  regard  to  this  matter.

New  Primary  House  and  High  School  Extension, 
The  budding-  of  the  new  Primary  house  and  the  High 
school  extension  having  been  given  by  the  town  into  the 
charge  of  the  School  Committee  to  carry  forward  the  work 
to  completion,  the  full  School  Board  organized  as  a Build 
ing  Committee  by  the  choice  of  Everett  S Capron,  chair- 
man, Dr.  W.  L.  Elliot  secretary. 
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The  committee  are  fully  convinced  that  no  mistake  has 
been  made  in  the  location  of  the  Carpenter  street  house. 
One  large  school  has  already  gathered  there,  composed  of 
scholars,  for  the  most  part,  living  in  nearness  to  the  house 
and,  without  doubt,  it  will  be  necessary  to  open  the  second 
school  there  in  the  spring. 

The  contractors  work  has  been  well  done  and  all  ma- 
terial used  fully  equal  to  the  requirements  of  the  specifi- 
cations. The  system  of  heating  and  ventilating,  so  im- 
portant a feature  in  school  house  construction,  works  ad- 
mirably. 

Altogether  we  claim  it  to  be  a substantially  built  house, 
especially  well  adapted  for  the  grades  for  which  it  was  in- 
tended and  in  the  very  location  to  accommodate  the  great- 
est number  of  lower  primary  giade  scholars. 

The  extension  to  the  High  school  house  has  provided 
for  that  building  two  very  pleasant  and  commodious  recita- 
tion rooms,  having  large  windows  on  three  sides.  It  has 
also  extended  the  room  in  the  basement,  used  for  a chem- 
ical laboratory,  to  the  size  of  the  recitation  rooms  above, 
thereby  supplying  a long  felt  need.  Both  teachers  and 
scholars  are  highly  pleased  with  the  increased  facilities  and 
the  Committee  believe  that  the  carrying  out  of  the  Exten- 
sion plan  has  been  a wise  expenditure  of  money.

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Incidental  and  Necessary  Repairs  of  School 

Buildings. 

Our  school  property  has  grown  to  that  extent  which 
renders  imperative  an  annual  expenditure  of  no  inconsid. 
erable  amount  to  keep  the  property  in  proper  condition. 

During  the  year  the  High  school  building  and  the 
South  Main  street  house  have  been  painted  two  coats  on 
the  exterior  and  the^interior  walls  and  ceiling  of  the  latter 
kalsomined. 

Numerous  minor  repairs  have  been  made  on  other 
buildings  amountingjin  the  aggregate  to  no  small  sum. 

In  this  department  of  its  work  the  committee  have  been 
embarassed  by  the  meagerness  of  the  appropriation  and 
have  been  compelledTo  exceed  the  amount  set  apart  for 
that  use,  but  which  has  been  made  good  by  the  unused 
balance  of  the  Educational  department.  Your  committee 
have  pleasure  to  report  the  good  condition  of  the  school 
buildings  of  the  town  with  the  exception  of  a few  houses 
lying  remote  from  the  main  village. 

That  the  teacher  may  accomplish  the  best  work  it  is  ne- 
cessary that  the  school  room  should  be  made  comfortable 
and  cheerful  as  may  be.  No  doubt  great  influence  is  ex- 
erted on  the  pupils  by^their  surroundings. 

The  importance  of  proper  ventilation  and  warming  of  the 
school  room  is  not  likely  to  be  overestimated.  In  order 
for  the  school  committee  to  provide  those  benefits  to  pupils 
which  shall  keep  this  town  abreast  of,  and  in  rank  of  other 
towns  of  the  state  of  equal  wealth  and  intelligence,  it  is 
hoped  that  you  will  respond  liberally  in  the  future,  as  you 
have  in  the  past,  and  insist  upon  the  maintenance  of  a 
high  standard  of  our  public  schools. 

What  more  inspiring  sight  than  lhat  on  the  morning  of 
the  first  day  of  our  recent  bi-centennial  celebration.  Thir- 
teen hundred  scholars  in  line  each  bearing  the  national 
emblem ; bright,  happy  and  intelligent  faces  coming,  for 
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the  most  part,  from  thrifty  and  Christian  homes,  where  les^ 
sons  of  truth,  honor  and  patriotism  are  taught.  Does  it 
not  only  become  our  duty  as  citizens,  but  also  repay  us 
well  to  see  to  it  that  the  needs  of  our  youth  are  wisely 
and  carefully  provided  for  ? Surely,  the  future  safety  of 
the  state  and  nation  depends  upon  the  character  of  the  ris- 
ing  generations. 

The  school  committee  feel  highly  appreciative  of  the 
efforts  of  those  of  the  bi-centennial  committee  having  in 
charge  the  school  children’s  parade,  for  furnishing  to  the 
taxpayers  of  the  town  with  so  forceful  and  pleasing  an  ob- 
ject lesson  of  the  purpose  for  which  their  generous  con- 
tributions for  school  uses  are  employed. 

The  school  property  now  carries  an  insurance  of  $67,- 
200.  This  requires  an  annual  average  expenditure  of  $300. 
According  to  a plan  in  use  when  the  water  works  were 
operated  by  the  Fire  District,  that  department  since  com- 
ing under  the  direction  of  the  town  has  been  paid  from  the 
school  appropriation  for  water  furnished  to  the  school 
houses.  It  is  now  recommended  by  the  water  commis- 
sioners that  in  the  future  the  whole  amount  received  by 
the  water  department  come  in  the  form  of  the  annual  ap- 
propriation for  that  department.  If  this  plan  is  carried 
into  effect  the  school  department  will  be  relieved  to  the 
amount  of  about  $200. 

Needs  of  the  South  West  Section  of  the  Town. 

The  same  condition  of  affairs  exists  in  the  South-west 
section  of  the  town  as  formerly,  the  needs  of  that  locality 
are  constantly  becoming  more  and  more  grave. 

The  house  now  doing  service  there  for  a large  district 
is  in  wretched  condition,  insufficient  in  size  and  a dis- 
credit to  the  town,  its  unfitness  ben  g made  more  appar- 
ent by  its  nearness  to  those  communities  just  across  the 
state  line  where  modern,  commodious  and  healthful  s.hool 
houses  are  provided. 
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The  building  of  the  works  of  the  Howard-Bullough 
Manufacturing  Company  in  that  locality  we  cannot  but 
think  will  lead  to  an  early  increase  of  families  and 
school  population  there,  in  which  case  it  will  be  utterly  im- 
possible to  provide  for  them  with  our  present  schoolhouse 
capacity,  to  say  nothing  of  its  unfitness  for  school  occu- 
pancy. The  school  committee  would  not  consider  itself 
faithful  to  its  duties  without  earnestly  urging  the  impor- 
tance of  at  once  proceeding  to  erect  a two  room  house 
there,  on  a site  to  be  selected  as  most  desirable,  the 
cost  of  house  and  lot  not  to  exceed  $5500.00 

We  therefore  urge  an  appropriation  in  accordance  with 
the  recommendations. 

Manual  Training. 

The  fact  that  all  municipalities  having  a population  of 
twenty  thousand  or  over  are  required  by  law  to  maintain 
instruction  in  manual  training  has  led  other  towns  of  lesser 
numbers  throughout  the  state  to  provide  such  instruction 
to  its  pupils,  and  with  gratifying  results.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  town  ere  long  may  adopt  some  form  of  manual  train- 
ing, similar  to  that,  perhaps,  now  in  use  in  the  City  of 
Northampton  and  so  highly  commended  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education. 

Physical  Culture. 

We  have  constantly  accumulating  evidence  that  the 
subject  of  physical  culture  is  taking  a strong  hold  on  the 
minds  of  the  leading  educators  of  the  country.  That  it 
•should  be  considered  an  important  part  of  every-day 
school-room  work  is  conceded  by  progressive  thinkers. 
There  has  previously  been,  it  is  believed,  a too  wide  sep- 
aration made  between  the  culture  of  the  mind  and  body. 
More  satisfactory  results  would  be  attained,  it  is  thought, 
if  greater  attention  was  given  to  the  training  and  culture 
■ of  the  body,  and  that  a strong  mind  ifr  a strong  body 
should  be  the  ideal  sought. 
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The  Swedish  system  of  gymnastics  seems  to  be  the 
most  generally  approved  method  of  imparting  physical 
culture  in  the  public  schools  of  the  state,  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  its  adoption  in  our  schools  would  result  in 
great  benefit. 

Just  how  to  adopt  its  use  without  incurring  additional 
expense  of  employing  a teacher  for  that  branch  of  in- 
struction alone  is  yet  an  unsettled  question. 

Relative  to  its  benefits  we  beg  to  quote  from  the  prin- 
cipal of  an  institution  where  it  is  now  in  use.  “More  than 
a year’s  experience  with  it  has  fully  confirmed  our  antici- 
pations of  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  regular 
systematic  drill  in  this  system.  Beside  the  general  physi- 
cal benefits  derived  from  it,  and  the  habits  of  attention 
and  prompt  obedience  cultivated,  many  stooping  shoul 
ders  have  become  erect  and  the  gait  and  carriage  of  the 
pupils  have  been  improved.” 

General  Conditions. 

Under  the  untiring  efforts  of  our  Superintendent  and 
the  faithful  performance  of  duty  by  our  teachers,  sub 
stantial  educational  progress  has  been  made  during  the 
year. 

If  parents  and  teachers  would  keep  themselves  in  closer 
touch,  no  doubt,  still  greater  good  would  be  accomplished. 

It  is  believed  that  our  schools  compare  favorably  in 
scholarship  with  the  schools  of  other  towns  of  the  state  of 
equal  rank. 

For  a more  detailed  account  of  the  condition  of  our 
schools  your  attention  is  directed  to  the  report  of  the  Sup- 
erintenoent. 

For  the  purpose  of  fencing  the  Carpenter  and  Pine 
street  lots,  building  needed  walks,  adding  necessary  school 
furniture,  and  for  other  purposes  above  the  usual  require 
ments,  an  increased  appropriation  is  asked  for  in  the  Inci- 
dental and  repair  department.  Believing  that  the  time 
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'has  come  when  this  town  should  pay  for  the  superintend- 
ency of  its  schools  at  the  same  rate  that  other  towns  pay 
for  like  service,  we  ask  for  the  sanction  of  the  town  to  in- 
crease the  pay  of  that  officer,  if  necessary. 

We  again  have  to  acknowledge  the  generosity  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Richardson  School  Fund  whereby  we 
have  been  able  to  continue  work  in  the  drawing  depart- 
ment which  has  now  become  an  important  feature  of  our 
schools.

Superintendent’s  Report. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Attleboro : 

This  report,  the  eighth  since  the  division  of  the  town,  is  here- 
with respectfully  submitted. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  following  summary  of  statistics;

The  census  list  when  delivered  to  me  last  spring  reported  the 
number  of  children  to  be  1,285,  which  is  only  13  more  than  returned 
in  1893.  I had  it  compared  with  all  the  school  registers  and  as  a re- 
sult added  180  names.  This  represents  the  number  of  children  be' 
tween  5 and  15  years  of  age  193  greater  than  that  of  the  previous 
year.  The  census  of  1893  returned  1,272,  which  was  the  same  as  re- 
ported by  the  census  of  1892.  There  was  manifestly  an  error  in  the 
census  of  1893,  and  the  increase  of  193  reported  last  May  should  be 
assigned  to  two  years  rather  than  to  one.  The  gain  of  96  scholars  in 
■each  of  the  last  two  years  is  gratifying  and  gives  evidence  of  a rapid 
growth  of  the  town,  and  shows  that  the  School  Board  has  not  been 
too  urgent  in  calling  for  increased  school  accommodations. 

The  gain  of  56  in  average  membership,|and  of  21  in  average  at- 
tendance, and  as  a result  of  this  the  increase  of  the  per  cent,  of  aver’ 
-age  attendance  from  89  to  90  are  also  evidences  of  progress.  The 
average  per  cent,  of  attendance  in  the  state  as  shown  by  the  report 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education  last  year  was  90.  The 
report  just  issued  gives  91  for  the  average  for  the  state.  Our  town 
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certainly  ought  not  to  rank  below  the  average  in  the  state,  and  it 
•ught  to  show  a year  hence  an  average  not  below  91.  I think  the 
School  Board  can  do  much  towards  bringing  about  this  result  by  a 
more  rigid  enforcement  of  the  laws  governing  school  attendance. 

TRUANCY. 

Of  all  the  evils  that  beset  and  hinder  the  schools  from 
accomplishing  what  they  might  and  all  they  ought,  truancy  ia 
greater  than  all  others  combined.  The  extent  and  the  results 
of  its  influences  are  truly  appalling.  Ninety  per  cent,  of  attendance 
simply  means  that  10  of  every  100  scholars  are  absent  from  school 
every  day  when  the  schools  are  in  session.  It  means  that  out  of 
1,260,  which  number  represents  the  average  membership  of  our 
schools,  the  aggregate  of  absences  is  equivalent  to  126  for  the  entire- 
year.  While  a comparatively  small  fraction  of  these  absences  is  due 
to  actual  truancy,  for  a very  great  majority  there  is  no  reasonable- 
excuse.  I believe  the  time  has  come  for  a radical  departure  from 
the  present  method  of  trying  to  enforce  the  ichool  attendance  law 
An  efficient  truant  officer  should  receive  a salary  sufficient  to  pay  him 
for  doing  the  work  thoroughly.  He  should  be  so  situated  that  hia 
services  can  be  called  into  requisition  at  any  minute.  He  should  be 
in  constant  communication  with  all  the  teachers  in  the  town.  He 
should  visit  all  the  schools  in  the  central  village  at  least  twice  every 
week,  personally  inspect  the  records  of  attendance,  carefully  investi- 
gate every  case  of  absence  not  accounted  for  by  a reasonable  excuse. 
He  should  keep  watch  of  the  streets  and  the  hauuts  of  truants,  and 
should  take  every  child  of  school  age  whom  he  fiuds  abroad  during 
school  hours  directly  to  his  school.  The  laws  give  him  full  authority 
to  do  this.  Through  his  discretion,  wisdom  and  efficiency  he  should 
be  such  a terror  to  absentees  from  school  that  they  will  come  to  feel 
that  their  school  room  is  the  pleasantest  place  for  them  during  schoo* 
hours.  He  should  visit  the  homes  of  the  absentees  and  try  to  enlighten 
those  parents  who  do  not  realize  the  loss  their  children  sustain 
through  their  absence,  reason  with  those  who  are  indifferent  to  the 
consequences,  and  remonstrate  with  those  who  persist  in  defying  the 
laws.  Into  some  homes  where  children  are  unable  to  attend  school 
through  poverty  he  should  go  not  so  much  to  exercise  his  authority 
as  to  devise  means  of  relief.  In  many  of  these  families  a very  little 
help  would  enable  the  parents  to  keep  their  children  at  school.  He 
should  be  able  to  feel  that  any  suggestion  of  his  in  behalf  of  these 
poor  made  to  the  dispensers  of  the  town’s  charity  would  not  go  un- 
heeded. Above  and  beyond  all  this  he  should  under  the  direction  of 
the  School  Board  see  that  the  law  is  enforced  as  far  as  it  cam 
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be  by  sending  truants  to  the  Truant  School  and  by  bringing  those 
parents  who  persist  in  defying  the  laws  into  court. 

The  difficulties  attending  the  enforcement  of  the  law  governing 
school  attendance  were  so  great  that  many  of  the  school  authorities 
in  the  state  joined  in  petitioning  the  Legislature  of  1894  for  the  en- 
actment of  a more  stringent  law.  I append  this  law  and  recommend 
its  careful  study  to  all  who  are,  and  all  who  ought  to  be,  interested 
in  this  important  matter. 

AN  ACT  RELATING  TO  SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE  AND  TRUANCY. 

Be  it  enacted , etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Every  person  having  under  his  control  a child  be- 
tween the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  years,  and,  in  cities  and  towns 
where  industrial  training  is  taught,  between  the  ages  of  eight  and 
fifteen  years,  shall  annually  cause  such  child  to  attend  some  public 
day  school  in  the  city  or  town  in  which  he  resides,  for  at  least  thirty 
weeks  if  the  schools  are  kept  open  that  length  of  time,  with  an  al- 
lowance of  two  weeks’  time  for  absences  not  excused  by  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools  or  the  school  committee;  such  period  of  attend- 
ance shall  begin  within  the  first  month  of  the  fail  term  of  school, 
and  for  each  five  days  of  absence  of  any  such  child  thereafter,  ia 
excess  of  the  above  allowance,  before  the  completion  of  the  required 
annual  attendance  of  thirty  weeks,  the  persoft  having  such  child 
under  his  control  shall,  upon  the  complaint  of  the  school  committee 
or  any  truant  officer,  forfeit  to  the  use  of  the  public  schools  of  such 
city  or  town  a sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars;  but  if  such  child 
has  attended  for  a like  period  of  time  a private  day  school  approved 
by  the  school  committee  of  such  city  or  town,  or  if  such  child  has 
been  otherwise  instructed  for  a like  period  of  time  in  the  branches 
of  learning  required  by  law  to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools,  or 
has  already  acquired  the  branches  of  learning  required  by  law  to  be 
taught  in  the  public  schools,  or  if  bis  physical  or  mental  condition  is 
such  as  to  render  such  attendance  inexpedient  or  impracticable,  such 
penalty  shall  not  be  incurred. — [Approved  March  31,  1894. 

needed  repairs  and  improvements. 

The  too  small  appropriation  in  the  incidental  and  repair  depart- 
ment prevented  making  as  extensive  improvements  as  the  schools  re- 
quired. In  addition  to  the  furnishing  the  vacant  room  in  the  Car- 
penter street  school  house  to  make  it  ready  for  the  new  school  which 
you  have  voted  to  open  at  the  beginning  of  the  spring  term  the  lot 
should  be  properly  fenced  and  graded,  and  concrete  walks  should  b©' 
made.  Concrete  walks  are  greatly  needed  at  the  Pine  street  lot  and 
the  lot  should  be  fenced  before  the  electric  cars  begin  to  run  again. 
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The  Dodgeville  house  should  be  thoroughly  renovated  inside. 
At  present  its  interior  is  the  most  unsightly  of  any  in  town.  It 
should  be  almost  entirely  newly  plastered,  should  be  painted  within 
and  curtains  should  take  the  place  of  the  inconvenient  bliuds.  Both 
rooms  should  also  be  supplied  with  new  furniture.  The  enlarged 
chemical  laboratory  in  the  High  School  should  be  furnished  with 
tables  of  modern  style  aud  one  or  two  hoods  should  be  constructed 
and  connected  with  the  ventilating  shaft.  A suitable  water  tank 
should  also  be  constructed  in  the  physical  laboratory.  As  I canuot 
think  the  town  will  refuse  to  erect  a new  school  house  which  you 
recommend  in  the  the  Turnpike  district  no  suggestions  are  Deeded 
for  repairing  the  old  house  there.  After  devoting  much  thought  to 
the  location  of  this  new  house,  and  after  making  many  inquiries  of 
the  people  there,  I am  of  the  opinion  that  it  should  be  built  on  the 
site  of  the  cld  one- 

THE  COST. 

I have  no  doubt  that  many  who  are  willing  to  deal  liberally  with 
our  schools  feel  that  they  are  costing  too  much,  and  that  the  annual 
appropriations  are  increasing  in  amount  too  rapidly.  Such  state- 
ments are  made  in  town  meeting  often  with  a view  of  influencing 
voters  to  recommend  smaller  appropriation.  While  all  rejoice  to  see 
the  evidence  of  the  growth  of  the  town  as  shown  by  the  growth  of 
the  schools,  few  realize  fully  the  extent  of  the  growth.  Only  eight 
years  ago  last  fall  the  Pine  street  house,  which  accommodates  one 
hundred  scholars,  was  opened.  Five  years  ago  the  large  Grammar 
■school  on  Sanford  St.,  acc jinmodatmg  two  hundred  and  fifty  scholars* 
was  opened.  Last  fall  one  room  of  the  new  Carpenter  street  house 
was  opened.  Every  seat  in  this  room  is  already  occupied  and  the 
second  school  in  the  building  must  be  opened  next  term.  Mean- 
while the  number  of  High  school  scholars  has  doubled,  aud  they 
occupy  the  entire  building  with  the  exception  of  the  office  and  small 
-store  room  used  by  the  superintendent  of  schools.  The  opening  of 
two  schools  in  the  new  house  will  relieve  the  crowded  schools  on 
Sanford  street  but  little,  as  the  number  of  new  scholars  who  entered 
last  fall  was  larger  than  anticipated.  Another  two-room  Primary 
school  house  will  boon  be  needed  to  accommodate  the  children  on  the 
west  side  of  the  railroad.  This  should  be  for  the  lowest  primary 
grades,  and  in  my  opinion  should  be  located  somewhere  between 
County  street  and  Mechanics.  If  the  increase  of  scholars  is  as  great 
this  year  as  in  either  of  the  last  two  jears  the  building  of  this  house 
should  not  be  delayed  later  than  1S96. 

To  show  that  all  these  suggestions  can  be  carried  out  and  not  be 
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too  great  a burden  for  the  tax  payers  I wish  to  call  attention  to  the 
cost  in  the  state.  The  number  of  children  between  5 and  15  years  of 
age  in  town  last  May  was  1465.  All  the  money  expended  by  the 
school  department  last  year  omitting  ordinary  repairs  and  the  new 
houses  was  $22, 482.70,  which  was  $15  35  per  scholar.  The  average 
in  the  state  was  $19.48. 

Had  the  town  paid  for  the  Carpenter  street  house  and  the  High 
school  extension  in  full  the  total  amount  expended  for  schools  would 
have  been  $33,167.88.  This  would  make  the  cost  per  scholar  $22.64. 
The  average  in  the  state  on  the  same  basis  was  $24  90. 

Please  notice  the  relative  cost  for  the  coming  year  if  the 
town  appropriates  the  full  amount  asked  for  by  the  School  Board. 
Emitting  the  ordinary  repairs  and  the  cost  of  the  Turnpike  house 
the  sum  is  $24,540.  On  the  basis  of  the  number  of  scholars 
last  year  the  cost  per  scholar  would  be  $16.75,  which  is  $2.73 
less  than  the  average  throughout  the  state.  The  amount 
asked  for  including  the  cost  of  repairs,  and  the  Turnpike  school  house 
is  $32,540,  which  is  $22  21  per  scholar,  or  $2.26  below  the  average  in 
the  state — reckoned  on  the  same  basis.  If  our  school  system  is  con- 
ducted with  the  spirit  of  economy  shown  in  the  recommendations  for 
appropriations  for  the  present  year,  the  town  can  build,  equip  and 
pay  for  a two  room  school  house  every  year  without  the  cost  per 
scholar  exceeding  the  average  in  the  state. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  SCHOOLS. 

I think  it  can  be  truly  said,  as  it  should  be  true  each  succeeding 
year,  that  our  schools  were  never  in  better  condition  than  at  pres 
ent.  The  improvement  in  attendance  has  contributed  somewhat 
towards  this  There  have  been  fewer  changes  of  teachers  than 
usual.  At  the  beginning  of  the  the  fall  term  Mrs.  McIntyre  succeed- 
ed Miss  Povey,  who  was  granted  leave  of  absence  ou  account  of  ill 
health;  Miss  McNerney  succeeded  Miss  Smith  as  assistant  in  Miss 
Fisher’s  school ; Miss  Carlin  succeeded  Miss  Thayer  as  teacher  of 
the  Perry  school  ; and  at  the  High  school  Miss  S.  M.  Kelly  succeeded 
Miss  Lathrop,  who  was  grauted  leave  of  absence  for  a year  to  con- 
tinue her  course  of  studies  at  Corntdl  Uuiversitv,  and,  later,  Mr. 
Victor  V.  Thompson  succeeded  Mr.  Beverage,  who  resigned  the 
principalship  of  the  school  to  accept  a higher  salary  at  Brattleboro, 
Vt.  Miss  Dora  A.  Sweet  has  taken  charge  of  the  South  Main  street 
school,  and  Miss  Bertha  V.  Cobb  of  the  new  Carpenter  street  school. 

The  improved  condition  is  mainly  due  to  the  faithfulness  and 
efficiency  of  our  teachers,  both  old  aud  new,  from  wnich  list  we 
would  not  exclude  a single  name.  The  introduction  of  drawing  is 
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also  having  a most  important  influence  towards  the  improved  condi- 
tion. When  it  shall  have  been  taught  in  the  schools  as  music  has> 
been  till  all  the  scholars  who  graduate  from  our  High  school  shall’ 
have  had  the  benefits  of  its  training  from  the  Primary  school  up  it  will 
come  to  be  one  of  the  most  important  factors  in  our  educational 
system.  All  of  our  teachers,  regular  and  special,  are  deserving  of 
high  praise.  Below  are  the  reports  of  the  special  teachers  of  drawing, 
and  music. 


Mr.  J.  O.  Tiffany,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Dear  Sir: — The  work  in  drawing  done  in  the  schools  of  Attle- 
boro during  the  past  year  shows  a great  improvement  over  that  of 
the  year  before.  The  pupils  are  better  prepared  and  consequently 
appear  to  take  a greater  interest  in  their  work.  Those  in  the  grades 
below  the  sixth  are  doing  successfully  the  drawing  adapted  to  their 
respective  grades.  In  the  sixth  grade  and  those  above,  the  freehand 
drawing  is  not  yet  as  well  done  as  it  probably  will  be  in  a year  o 
two.  The  mechanical  drawing,  however,  has  been  very  well  begun 
aud  the  work  in  design  which  occupies  the  spring  term  will  doubtless 
show  a great  improvement  over  that  of  last  year. 

In  the  High  School  the  drawing  is  somewhat  hindered  by  the 
lack  of  previous  training  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  aud  the  want  of  prop* 
er  accommodations.  The  former  difficulty  will  grow  less  every  year,  bu^ 
the  best  results  in  High  School  drawing  can  be  accomplished  only  in  a 
room  adapted  for  the  purpose,  and  in  which  there  is  no  other  work 
going  on  during  the  drawing  lesson.  I wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to 
the  teachers  for  the  care  and  patience  with  which  they  have  carried 
out  my  suggestions.  I have  found  them  always  helpful  aud  ready  to 
do  whatever  I asked  of  them. 

I have  also  to  thank  the  Superintendent  and  School  Committee 
for  their  liberality  in  providing  the  necessary  supplies  and  for  the 
interest  they  have  shown  in  my  work.

Mr.  J.  O.  Tiffany,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Dear  Sir  : — It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  render  to  you  our  annual 
report. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  we  made  an  effort  to  so  equalize 
Dur  work  that,  throughout  the  town,  each  school  should  have  its  just 
proportion  of  personal  supervision  and  we  believe  our  effort  has 
been  quite  successful. 
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It  is  not  mere  formality  when  we  say  that  the  teachers  without 
exieption,  have  endeavored  to  follow  the  outline  of  work  assigned 
and  in  many  cases  excellent  work  has  been  shown. 

In  the  High  and  Grammar  Schools  we  have  tried  to  raise  the 
standard  of  music,  and  although  there  was  a slight  interruption  in 
the  regular  work  incident  t©  the  Bi-Centennial  Celebration,  yet  the 
singing  of  those  grand  choruses  by  the  best  composers,  gave  a 
stimulus  to  our  school  music  that  perhaps  uothing  else  could  have 
done. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  we  would  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  a very  large  proportion  of  the  singers  in  the  Bi-Centennial 
Chorus  have  at  some  time  been  connected  with  the  schools  since  the 
introduction  of  music. 

In  fact,  the  plan  of  the  Committee  in  forming  the  grand  chorus 
was  based  upon  the  idea  of  sending  invitations  to  the  graduates  and 
pupils  of  the  High  School  during  the  last  ten  years,  thus  forming 
the  nucleus  of  the  chorus. 

The  willingness  with  which  they  responded,  at  once  assured  the 
Music  Committee  of  the  success  of  the  enterprise. 

The  standard  thus  set  by  a chorus  largely  composed  of  those 
who  have  been  drilled  in  the  schools  of  the  town,  proves  more  clearly 
than  words  can  do,  the  practical  results  of  the  study  of  music  and  its 
worth  and  importance  as  one  of  the  regular  branches  of  our  school 
course. 

During  the  last  few  weeks  new  music-readers  have  been  pro- 
vided in  three  of  the  Sanford  Street  rooms,  thus  replacing  those 
badly  worn  through  long  use  in  the  various  grades. 

Together  with  teachers  and  pupils,  we  feel  grateful  for  the  same, 
aod  anticipate  good  results  from  their  use. 

In  closing,  we  desire  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  School  Com 
mittee  and  teachers  for  their  kindness  and  co-operation.

While  our  limited  means  in  the  Text  Book  and  Supply  Depart- 
ment will  not  allow  much  money  to  be  expended  to  establish  school 
libraries  or  buy  needed  aparatus  for  the  teaching  of  Elementary 
Science  in  the  Grammar  School,  it  is  a source  of  much  gratiticati# 
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that  by  the  help  of  fuads  appropriated  by  the  trustees  of  the  Richard- 
son School  Fund  the  High  School  is  acquiring  a valuable  library 
of  reference  books  and  choice  literature,  and  the  Grammar  School  is 
being  furnished  with  a fair  share  of  reference  books  and  books  of 
standard  literature.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  time  has  fully  come 
when  the  Grammar  School  should  be  furnished  with  apparatus  to 
enable  the  Principal  to  take  the  forward  step  he  has  been  waiting  to 
take  whenever  he  could  have  the  teaching  force  under  his  direction 
sufficient  to  enable  him  to  devote  the  nece-sary  time  to  the  subject. 
I am  very  glad  to  append  his  report  which  sets  forth  in  very  clear 
terms  the  needs  of  the  school. 

Mr.  J.  O.  Tiffany,  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

In  accordance  with  your  request,  the  following  brief  report  of 
the  work  of  the  Grammar  School  for  the  year  1894,  together  with  a 
few  recommendations,  is  presented. 

The  7th  grade  during  the  school  year  1893-4  was  very  large* 
numbering  nearly  seventy  when  the  time  for  promotion  came  last 
June.  The  difference  in  attainment  of  the  pupils  in  this  class  while* 
perhaps,  proportionately  no  greater  than  in  auy  class,  on  account  of 
the  size  of  the  class  was  very  apparent,  and  the  question  of  promotion 
was  perplexing.  Feeling  unwilling,  except  for  exceptional  reasons, 
to  have  any  considerable  number  of  pupils  repeat  the  work  of  an  en- 
tire year,  and,  on  the  other  hand,  not  wishiug  to  have  the  work  so 
planned  that  the  most  advanced  pupils  could  not  do  all  that  they 
were  capable  of  doing,  with  your  consent  tne  promotions  were  made 
to  the  8th  grade,  sections  I and  II,  the  pupils  beiDg  grouped  in  these 
sections  according  to  their  ability  to  work  together.  In  -September, 
section  I began  the  regular  work  of  the  8th  grade  and  section  II 
began  the  year  by  repeating  as  much  of  the  7th  grads  work  as  was 
necessary.  The  plan  has  worked  well,  and  we  now  hope  to  graduate 
a large  proportion  of  the  entire  8th  grade. 

Believing  most  thoroughly  iu  the  study  of  classic  literature  iu 
the  elementary  schools,  I asked  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Richardson 
School  Fund  an  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  some  suitab  e 
literature  for  study  in  the  Grammar  School.  The  request  was  readily 
granted,  and  I have  bought  sets  of  the  following : Hawthorne’s 
Wonder  Stories,  TaDglewood  Tales,  aud  Biographical  Stories  ; Dick- 
ens’ Christmas  Carol  aud  the  Cricket  on  the  Hearth  ; and  Long 
fellow’s  Hiawatha.  In  his  essay  The  Educational  Law  of  Reading 
and  Writing,  in  a recent  number  of  The  Atlantic,  Mr.  < orace  E- 
Seudder  writes  as  follows:  “There  can  be  no  manuer  of  questiou 
that  between  the  ages  of  six  and  sixteen  a large  part  of  the  best 
literature  of  the  world  may  be  read,  if  taken  up  systematically  in 
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school,  aDd  the  man  or  woman  who  has  failed  to  become  acquainted 
with  great  literature  in  some  form  during  that  time  is  little  likely  to 
have  a taste  formed  la*er.”  I am  happy  to  state  that  both  classes 
are  for  the  present  well  supplied  with  some  of  the  best  reading 
matter. 

In  addition  to  literature  for  study,  I have  wished  for  some  time 
to  have  a small  working  library  in  the  school  room  to  supplement  the 
work  of  the  various  departments.  Although  the  Public  Library  con. 
tains  many  books  which  are  useful  in  our  work,  as  there  is  usually 
but  a single  copy  of  a work  and  the  Library  is  open  only  two  after- 
noons per  week,  it  is  not  possible  to  use  tne  books  that  bear  most 
directly  upon  our  work.  From  the  sum  placed  at  my  disposal  by 
the  Richardson  Trustees  I have  already  purchased  twenty- five 
volumes  to  use  in  the  study  of  history,  geography,  literature,  and 
science.  The  balance  of  the  appropriation  will  also  be  expended  for 
this  purpose 

In  elementary  science  little  has  been  accomplished  except  the 
work  in  physiology  and  hygiene.  The  8th  grade  has  received  a 
thorough  course  in  physiology  and  hygieue  with  reference  to  the 
effects  of  stimulants  and  narcotics,  as  the  law  directs.  The  7th  grade 
will  receive  a more  elementary  course  in  the  same  subject  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  school  year.  This  department  has  also  been  sup- 
plied with  books  for  reference  from  the  appropriation  made  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Richardson  Fund,  and  is  now  well  equipped.  It  is 
not  because  of  any  lack  of  sympathy  with  the  work  in  elementary 
science  that  more  has  not  been  accomplished,  but  because  it  has 
seemed  impossible  to  do  any  more  with  three  teachers.  With  the 
recent  addition  of  a teacher  for  half  time,  more  will  be  done  in  this 
line.  For  this  work,  some  simple  apparatus  will  be  necessary, 
the  expense  of  which  will  not  be  very  great. 

In  the  four  highest  grades  of  our  schools,  the  same  text-book  in 
geography  has  been  used.  While  this  book  is  one  of  the  best  in  the 
market,  it  would  increase  the  interest  in  this  subject  if  a new  book 
were  introduced  into  one  of  the  classes  in  the  Grammar  School,  and  I 
therefore  recommend  a change  at  an  early  date.  Geography  could  be 
taught  much  more  effectively  if  a suitable  collection  of  lantern  slides, 
such  as  those  in  the  list  prepared  by  Prof.  Davis  of  Harvard  Univer- 
sity for  the  Cambridge  Schools,  and  means  of  showing  the  same 
were  provided.  The  teaching  of  history  could  also  be  assisted  in  the 
same  way. 

During  the  last  autumn  there  was  held  in  Boston  an  exhibition 
of  works  of  art  suggested  for  schoolroom  decoration  by  a joint  com- 
mittee representing  The  Boston  Art  Students’  Association,  The  Con- 
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ference  of  Educational  Workers,  and  The  Public  School  Art  League. 
I visited  this  exhibition  twice  and  obtained  some  information  respect- 
ing suitable  subjects  and  the  prices.  This  matter  is  already  receiving 
attention  in  some  places  and  I will  gladly  furnish  any  information 
that  I possess  when  the  time  comes  to  begin  the  work  in  our  schools. 
The  educational  value  of  a collection  of  pictures  consisting  of  port- 
aits  of  the  world’s  greatest  reproductions  of  the  masterpieces  of 
painting,  and  photographs  of  the  triumphs  in  sculpture  and  architec- 
ture can  hardly  be  over-estimated. 

The  only  form  in  which  manual  training  is  given  in  the  Gram- 
mar School  at  present  is  drawing.  Would  it  not  be  possible  in  the 
immediate  future  to  fit  up  one  of  the  rooms  in  the  basement  so  that 
’instruction  in  wood-working  could  be  given  the  boys  of  the  8th 
grade?  While  the  boys  were  receiving  instruction  in  wood-working, 
the  girls  could  be  taught  sewing  in  the  schoolroom  or  cooking,  by 
fitting  up  a school  kitchen  in  the  basement.  I cannot  do  better  in 
this  connection  than  to  quote  from  the  report  recently  made  to  the 
Boston  School  Board  by  its  committee  on  manual  training.  “ Finally^ 
the  committee  firmly  believes  that  each  child  should  have  systematic 
bookwork  and  handwork,  and  that  these  two  kinds  of  training  should 
be  given  side  by  side  through  all  the  school  life.  As  the  best  educa- 
tion comes  from  constant  use  of  ail  the  faculties,  manual  training 
must  be  well  adapted  for  the  purposes  of  such  an  education.  It 
should  never  be  looked  upon  as  a separate  system,  and  the  time 
allotted  to  it  should  not  be  considered  ‘an  encroachment  upon  regular 
school  studies.’  When  the  work  is  carefully  and  coherently  carried 
out  in  all  the  grades,  manual  training  will  be  doing  a large  part  to- 
wards developing  ‘ the  capacity  for  enjoyment  and  the  capacity  for 
serviceableuess,’  which  President  Eliot  so  earnestly  declares  to  be  the 
best  ‘ fitting  for  life.’  ” 

In  closing,  I wish  to  thank  you  most  cordially  for  the  help  you 
have  rendered  me  in  my  work.

Mr.  J.  O.  Tiffany,  Supt.  of  Schools  : 

Dear  Sir : — With  your  kind  permission  I wish  to  make  a genera] 
report  of  the  Attleboro  High  School,  in  order  that  the  public  may 
know  what  its  condition  is  and  at  the  same  time  suggesting  what,  in 
my  opinion,  its  chief  needs  are. 
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The  number  of  scholars  attending  the  school  at  present  is  108 
-of  whom  15  are  Seniors,  29  Juniors,  32  Sophomores  and  32  Freshmen 
It  is  probable  that  this  number  will  not  materially  change  during  the 
latter  half  of  the  school  year. 

It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  at  the  opening  of  the  fall  term, 
with  a small  class  graduating  in  June  and  a prospective  large  class  to 
enter  in  the  fall,  the  capacity  of  the  main  room  will  not  be  adequate  to 
accommodate  all  who  seek  admission  ; in  fact  the  crowded  condition 
of  our  room  at  present  is  only  too  apparent,  and  some  plan  should  be 
made  to  remedy  this  evil  existing  in  our  own  and  many  High  schools 
in  the  State. 

In  many  respects  our  High  School  possesses  many  facilities  and 
educational  advantages,  which,  it  is  safe  to  say,  most  other  High 
schools  do  not  enjoy. 

Through  the  kindness  and  liberal  disposition  of  the  Trustees  of 
‘the  Richardson  School  Fund,  towards  our  High  School,  the  basement 
•of  the  building  has  been  fitted  up  into  a good  chemical  laboratory* 
furnished  with  a comparatively  good  supply  of  chemical  apparatus, 
bv  means  of  which  individual  experimental  work  is  done. 

There  is,  however,  an  imperative  need  of  suitable  tables  being 
placed  in  the  laboratory  in  the  place  of  the  cumbersome  bench  which 
can  now  be  used  by  only  a few  scholars,  and  is  wholiv  unsuited  for 
its  purpose. 

The  poisonous  gases  that  are  generated  in  chemical  reaction  are 
-exceedingly  vicious  to  the  health  of  those  experimenting,  and  hoods 
should  be  made  to  carry  off  this  poison  instead  of  compelling  the 
•scholars  to  inhale  it. 

By  the  same  means  the  physical  laboratory  is  exceptionally  well 
•equipped  and  apparatus  for  performing  the  ordinary  experiments  in 
physics  has  been  supplied. 

A tank  for  the  supply  of  water  is  the  most  needed  addition  to 
’the  physical  laboratory. 

A most  important  acquisition  to  the  school  is  the  library  which 
lias  been  largely  the  gift  of  the  Richardson  Fund. 

The  library  is  a nucleus  of  the  researches  of  the  scholar,  and 
without  it,  the  educational  advantages  of  the  school  would  be  greatly 
and  necessarily  impaired. 

The  knowledge  of  books,  the  acquaintance  with  authors  and  the 
ability  to  glean  from  them  readily  what  one  desires  for  his  purpose 
is  an  education  in  itself  which  will  always  be  of  the  greatest  value,  to 
the  student  who  has  enjoyed  it,  in  the  practical  pursuits  of  life. 

Our  library  has  been  recently  enriched  by  the  addition  of 
several  volumes  which  has  greatly  added  to  its  usefulness  : it  is  still 
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however,  not  a large  collection,  and  we  trust  its  growth  will  continue 
in  the  future  as  in  the  past. 

The  school  is  greatly  iu  need  of  a good  system  of  maps,  which 
should  be  sufficiently  large  for  class  work. 

In  the  study  of  history  and  ancient  languages,  the  geography  of 
the  countries  studied,  form  a most  interesting  and  essential  part,  and 
charts  should  be  used  to  show  the  changes  and  divisions  of  boundaries 
all  through  the  advauce  of  civilization. 

The  school  at  present  has  scarcely  any  equipment  in  this  line. 

As  the  teachers  iu  the  departments  of  Music  aud  Drawing  are  to 
make  their  respective  reports,  I will  not  discuss  them  only  to  say  that, 
to  my  mind,  they  each  constitute  as  important  apart  in  the  education 
of  today  as  the  other  branches  taught  in  the  public  schools,  and  are 
receiving  equal  attention  in  the  best  schools  of  our  State. 

The  great  problem  of  every  school,  as  the  problem  of  life,  is  how 
to  do  well  what  is  to  be  d.  ne. 

The  educational  standard  of  today  requires  teachers  competent  to 
teach  the  many  and  almost  endless  variety  of  subjects  withiu  the 
range  of  intellectual  thought. 

That  school  is  successful  only  where  both  teachers  and  scholars 
are  willing  to  labor,  the  one  to  instruct,  the  other  to  receive  instruc- 
tion; and  where  either  of  these  fail  in  the  persistency  of  their  efforts 
they  must  remain  in  the  rear  ranks  with  the  multitude  that  never 
advances. 

In  our  own  individual  case  the  history  of  the  school  shows  that 
the  teachers  of  past  years  have  been  faithful  and  efficient  in  their 
work,  if  the  record  of  its  graduates  is  to  be  the  criterion  by  which  we 
are  to  judge  it 

Among  the  many  who  have  graduated  from  the  school  in  years 
past  aud  entered  various  higher  institutions  of  learning,  all  have 
easily  maiutaiued  a high  standing,  which  has  reflected  great  credit 
upon  the  school  which  has  so  well  prepared  them. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  we  may  still  advance  in  our  attainments 
and  that  our  standard  may  be  still  higher  raised  as  our  means  and 
facilities  accrue. 

This  implies  even  greater  effort  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  and 
more  appli  ation  on  the  part  of  the  scholars;  it  is  also  necessary  that 
the  parents  should  do  their  part  in  the  encouragement  of  their  child- 
ren iu  their  work,  aud  co-operate  with  the  teacher  in  the  promotion 
of  their  welfare;  to  this  end  it  is  most  desirable  that  parents  should 
show  their  interest  by  frequent  visits  to  the  school,  for  such  visits  are 
invariably  incentives  to  the  scholar  for  most  thorough  and  careful 
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preparation  for  bis  recitations;  and  besides  it  is  the  right  of  the  peo- 
ple to  know  what  is  being  done,  and  their  duty  to  manifest  an  inter- 
est in  the  public  schools.

CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 


The  School  Committee  consists  of  nine  members,  three  of  whom 
3,re  chosen  annually  for  a term  of  three  years  each. 

Organization. 

The  annual  meeting  for  organization  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Monday  in  April  at  7.30  o’clock  p.  m. 

The  first  business  after  the  necessary  preliminaries  shall  be  the 
election  by  ballot,  of  a chairman  and  secretary.  If  deemed  expedi- 
ent a superintendent  shall  also  be  elected  by  ballot.  Ihey  shall  elect 
of  their  own  number  on  nomination  three  sub-committees  as  follows  : 

1.  Committee  on  Incidentals  and  Repairs. 

2.  Committee  on  Text  Books  and  Supplies. 

3.  Committee  on  Qualifications  of  Teachers. 

The  persons  first  named  on  the  several  sub-committees  as  they 
shall  be  constituted  shall  be  the  chairmen  of  their  respective  com- 
mittees. 

Meetings  of  the  Board. 

The  regular  meeting  of  the  Committee  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Monday  of  each  mouth,  at  7.30  o’clock  p.  nt. 
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Order  of  Business. 

At  all  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  the  order  of  business  shalL  be 
as  follows  : 

1.  Reading  of  the  records  of  the  previous  meeting. 

12.  Report  of  Committees. 

3.  Report  of  Superintendent. 

4.  Unfinished  business. 

5.  Approval  of  bills. 
f>.  New  business. 


Quorum 

A majority  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a quorum  at  all  meetings 
and  no  vote  passed  at  any  meeting  shall  be  legal  unless  a quorum  is 
present.  The  chairman  and  secretary  shall  have  authority  to  approve 
the  regular  pay-roll  of  the  teachers  on  those  months  in  which  school 
terms  end,  previous  to  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Duties  of  Officers. 

The  Chairman  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  appointed  for  the 
meeting  of  the  Committee  and  shall  perform  the  usual  duties  of  pre- 
siding officer. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  the  secretary  shall  call  the  meet- 
ing to  order  and  a chairman  pro  tern  shall  be  elected. 

The  Chairman  shall  call  special  meetings  of  the  Board  whenever  h0 
may  deem  it  necessary,  and  also  at  the  request,  in  writing,  of  any 
three  members. 

Duties  of  Secretary. 

The  secretary  shall  keep  a full  and  accurate  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Board,  and  shall  enter  upon  the  record  the  names  of  those 
present  at  each  meeting.  He  shall  give  due  notice  of  regular  and 
special  meetings  and  perform  other  duties  usually  required  of  a secre- 
tary, or  that  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Board.  He  shall  also  pre' 
pare  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  each  month,  a pay-roll  of  the 
teachers  employed  in  the  schools  during  the  preceding  month,  speci- 
fying the  name  and  grade  of  each  teacher  aud  the  amount  due  each. 
He  shall  also  at  the  same  time  prepare  a monthly  pay-roll  of  the  jan- 
itors employed  by  the  Committee. 

Duties  of  Superintendent. 

Sec.  1.  The  Superintendent  shall  devote  his  entire  time  to  the 
duties  of  his  office,  and  shall  not  engage  in  any  other  business  c* 
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calling  whatever.  He  shall  keep  the  regular  office  hours  appointed 
by  the  school  board  and  shall  have  the  geueral  supervision  of  the 
schools  and  the  teachers. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  make  the  public  school  system  a ca  reful  study 
and  shall  keep  himself  thoroughly  informed  of  the  discipline  and 
methods  of  instruction  in  other  places  that  he  may  be  able  to  pre- 
scribe the  most  efficient  means  for  the  advancement  of  the  public- 
schools  of  the  town. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  visit  and  carefully  examine  into  the  condition 
and  progress  of  each  school  as  often  as  his-other  duties  will  permit* 
He  shall  attend  to  the  promotion  and  classification  of  scholars  and 
equalize  as  far  as  practicable  the  attendance  at  the  different  schools- 
Sec.  4,  He  shall  call  a meeting  of  all  the  teachers  at  least  once 
each  term,  and  shall  call  other  meetings  as  often  as  he  may  deem  in 
desirable  for  the  purpose  of  instructing  the  teachers  in  relation  to 
their  duties  and  for  mutual  consultation  in  matters  touching  the 
prosperity  of  the  schools.  He  shall  advise  with  the  teachers  in  refer- 
ence to  the  course  of  instruction  and  discipline,  see  that  the  pre- 
scribed studies  are  carefully  pursued,  that  no  text  books  are  used  ex- 
cept those  adopted  by  the  Committee,  and  all  orders  issued  by  him 
shall  be  biudiug  unless  revoked  by  the  committee. 

Sec.  5.  He  shall  investigate  all  cases  of  discipline  or  difficulty  re- 
ported to  him  by  teachers,  parents  or  guardians,  and  take  such  action 
in  the  case  as  he  may  deem  best.  He  shall  exert  his  influence  to  se- 
cure general  and  regular  attendance,  and  raise  the  character  of  each 
school,  and  so  far  as  practicable,  of  each  scholar. 

Sec  6.  He  shall  be  the  executive  officer  of  the  School  Committee 
and  the  medium  of  all  official  communications  betweeu  the  Commit- 
tee and  the  teachers. 

Sec.  7.  He  shall  furnish  to  the  teachers  the  necessary  school  reg- 
isters, blanks,  etc.,  and  see  that  such  registers  are  faithfully  kept,  and 
the  required  reports  promptly  and  properly  made. 

Sec.  G.  At  each  regular  meeting  of  the  School  Committee  he  ghall 
make  a report  of  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  schools  during  the 
previous  month.  This  report  shall  give  the  enrollment,  membership  1 
average  membership,  average  attendance  and  all  other  items  oi  im- 
portance of  each  school  and  shall  contain  also  any  recommendations 
or  suggestions  he  may  deem  it  desirable  to  make. 

Sec.  9.  He  shall  have  the  direction  and  control  of  the  transfer  of 
scholars  from  cne  school  to  another,  and  no  jcbolar  shall  be  trans- 
ferred except  by  a certificate  of  transfer  signed  by  him.  He  shall 
consider  every  application  for  a transfer  and  shall  investigate  the 
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reasons  therefor.  Ln  doubtful  cases  he  shall  confer  with  the  Chair- 
man or  refer  the  matter  to  the  Board. 

Sec.  10.  He  shall,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  teachers  from  sickness 
or  other  causes,  provide  substitutes.  No  one  shall  be  employed  as  sub- 
stitute without  his  approbation,  and  all  substitutes  shall  be  employed 
at  the  expense  of  the  absent  teacher. 

Sec.  11.  He  shall  have  charge  of  all  text  booEs  and  supplies,  and 
see  that  they  are  properly  distributed  and  economically  used. 

Sec.  12.  In  addition  to  the  regular  office  hours  prescribed  by  the 
Committee,  he  shall,  whenever  his  other  duties  will  permit,  be  at  his 
office  from  8.30  to  9.00  a.  m.  and  from  3-30  to  4.00  p.  m. 

Duties  of  Teachers. 

Section  1.  Teachers  shall  acquaint  themselves  with  the  rules  of 
the  school  committee,  and  the  course  of  study.  They  will  be  held 
strictly  responsible  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  same  in  all  matters  re- 
lating to  their  respective  schools. 

Sec.  2.  Teachers  are  required  to  be  in  their  respective  school 
rooms  and  have  them  open  for  the  admission  of  scholars  at  least  fif- 
teen minutes  before  the  specified  time  of  beginning  each  session.  In 
very  cold  or  stormy  weather  they  may  admit  pupils  at  an  earlier  hour 
provided  that  no  pupil  shall  enter  auy  school  room  unless  it  is  in 
charge  of  some  teacher  at  the  time. 

Sec.  3.  Strict  punctuality  shall  be  observed  in  opening  and 
closing  the  sessions  of  the  schools.  Five  minutes  before  the  ap- 
pointed time  for  school  to  begin,  the  pupils  shall  be  called  in  by  ring- 
ing the  bell.  At  the  appointed  hour  precisely  a stroke  of  the  bel- 
3hall  be  given  by  the  teacher  at  the  desk,  and  the  exercises  shall  im- 
mediately commence.  Any  scholar  who  is  not  in  his  seat  at  that 
time  shall  be  marked  tardy. 

Sec.  4.  Teachers  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  proper  care 
of  their  respective  building  and  rooms  from  the  time  of  opening  the 
same  until  the  close  of  the  afternoou  session.  They  shall  see  that 
good  order  is  maintained  both  in  tnoschoo!  building  and  yard.  They 
shall  see  that  the  furniture,  apparatus,  books,  and  all  property  be- 
longing to  the  town  are  used  with  proper  care. 

Sec.  5.  Teachers  are  requested  to  pay  proper  atttention  to  the 
light,  ventilation,  temperature,  and  cleanliness  of  their  respective 
rooms  aud  premises,  and  to  report  to  the  Superintendent  any  neglect 
of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  janitors  in  this  respect 

Sec.  G.  Teachers  shall  exercise  careful  aud  kind  supervision 
over  their  pupils,  and  shall  never  inflict  excessive  no  r unusual  punish- 
ment. It  is  especially  enjoined  upon  them  to  inculcate  lessons  of 
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truth,  purity,  justice,  honor,  humanity,  courage,  politeness,  temper- 
ance and  patriotism. 

Sec.  7.  Principals  may  suspend  a pupil  for  flagrant  or  persis- 
tent violation  of  the  rules,  but  in  all  such  cases  they  shall  immedi- 
ately notify  the  parent  or  guardian  and  the  Superintendent  of  such 
action,  stating  the  cause  of  said  suspension. 

Sec.  8 Teachers  shall  prepare  themselves  carefully,  both  as  to 
matter  and  method  for  conducting  each  daily  school  exercise,  and 
each  teacher  shall  prepare  and  folio w a programme  of  daily  exercises, 
one  copy  of  which  shall  be  kept  in  a couipicuous  place  in  &he  school-’ 
room  and  another  furnished  to  the  Superintendent  within  two  week3 
after  the  beginning  of  etch  tern.  This  programme  shall  be  faith- 
fully followed,  and  no  chauge  of,  or  departure  therefrom  shall  be 
made  without  notifying  the  Superintendent  of  the  same. 

Sec.  9.  All  principals  aui  teachers  in  charge  of  schools  shall,  at 
the  begiuuing  of  the  school  year  in  April,  enter  ou  the  enrollment 
sheets  of  their  registers  furnished  by  the  State  the  names  aud  a,es 
in  years  and  months  of  pupils  iu  their  respective  schools,  and  later7 
shall  add  the  names  of  any  entitled  to  enrollment,  with  ages  reduced 
to  the  same  date.  They  shall  faithfully  ksep  all  the  records  required 
by  the  regulations  printed  iu  the  register. 

Sec-  10-  In  case  of  the  sickness  of  any  teacher  uotice  shall  be 
promptly  given  to  the  Superintendent.  No  teacher  shall  withdraw 
from  school  duriug  any  part  of  its  session,  nor  dismiss  school  before 
the  regular  nour  without  permission  previously  obtained  of  the 
Superintendent,  except  in  an  event  of  real  emergency,  and  in  the  lat- 
ter case  report  shall  be  made  as  soon  as  possible. 

Sec.  11.  Iu  no  case  shall  a substitute  be  employed  without  the 
consent  of  the  School  Board  or  the  Superintendent,  preuiously  ob- 
tained Regular  teachers  shall  in  no  case  be  absent  from  the  room, 
nor  engage  in  other  work  duriug  recitations  conducted  by  special 
teac  ers,  but  shall  preserve  order,  maintain  discipline,  and  aid  such 
special  teachers  as  far  as  possible. 

Sec.  12  Teichers  shall  not  give  notice,  in  schoo’,  of  shows,  nor 
permit  any  of  their  time  to  be  occupied  by  book  agents,  lecturers,  or 
exhibition  naea.  They  shall  not  allow  a subscription  or  cootribut 
tion  to  be  solicited  or  taken  iu  the  school  for  any  purpose  whatever. 

Sec,  13.  Teachers  shall  not  detain  pupils  longer  than  five  min- 
utes after  the  morning  session,  nor  more  than  thirty  minutes  after  the 
close  of  the  afternoon  sessiou. 

Sec.  14.  Teachers  are  required  to  have  the  monthly  reports 
promptly  made  out  aud  placed  in  the  charge  of  the  Superintendent 
by  the  Saturday  preceding  the  first  Monday  of  each  month. 
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Sac.  15.  Civility  and  kindness  to  pupils  are  required  of  teachers , 
No  teacher  shall  wound  the  feelings  of  any  pupil  by  distorting  name, 
or  by  slighting  or  disparaging  allusions  to  pareuts  or  friends. 

Duties  of  Pupils. 

Sec.  1.  No  child  under  five  years  of  age  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
schools,  and  no  pupil  shall  be  admitted  to  grade  1 except  during  the 
first  week  of  the  fallaud  spring  terms  unless  qualified  to  enter  some. 
existing  class. 

Sec.  2.  Al!  pupils  are  required  to  be  in  their  respective  school 
rooms  before  the  time  of  opening  each  session,  and  to  be  regular  in 
their  daily  attendauce,  and  no  pupil  shall  be  allowed  to  leave  to  take 
private  lessons  during  school  hours,  uor  take  less  than  <fie  prescribed 
number  of  studies,  nor  change  "from  one  prescribed  course  to  another 
without  permission  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  No  pupil  shall  attend  school  in  a district  other  than  tha 
jn  which  he  lives,  and  no  pupil  shall  be  transferred  from  one  school 
to  another  without  a permit  from  the  Superintendent. 

Sec.  4.  The  bell  shall  be  rung  five  minutes  before  the  time  of 
beginning  school,  and  all  scholars  who  are  not  in  their  seats  at  the 
expiration  of  the  five  minutes  shall  be  accounted  tardy. 

Sec.  5.  Any  pupil  having  been  absent  or  tardy  sha'l  be  re- 
quired to  bring  a written  excuse  from  parent  or  guardian,  and  any 
pupil  who  has  been  absent  five  half  days  in  a month  (two  tardy  marka 
counting  as  much  as  a half  day’s  absence)  except  from  sickness  or 
some  imperative  necessity,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Superintendent. 

Sec.  6.  Pupils  shall  refraiu  entirely  from  the  use  of  tobacco 
^nd  from  profane  and  other  immoral  language.  Any  pupil  violating 
this  rule  shall  be  liable  to  immediate  suspension  or  expulsion  from 
the  school. 

Sec.  7.  Every  pupil  is  required  to  be  punctual  and  regular  in 
attendance;  to  be  industrious,  obedient,  respectful,  and  ki<  d and 
polite  in  deportment. 

Sec.  8 Any  pupil  who  shall  cut,  deface,  or  otherwise  injure  any 
school  house,  furniture,  fence  or  outbuilding  thereof,  or  who  shall 
write  any  profane  or  obscene  language,  or  draw  obscene  pictures  on 
any  public  school  premises  shall  be  liable  to  suspension  or  other  pun- 
ishment according  to  the  nature  of  the  offence. 

Sec.  9.  Pupils  who  shall  be  guilty  of  defacing  or  injuring  any 
school  property  shall  pay  in  full  for  all  damage,  in  default  of  which 
they  shall  be  suspended  from  school  and  shall  uot  be  allowed  to  re- 
enter wi  hout  permission  from  the  Superintendent. 

Sec.  10.  Pupils  shall  not  be  allowed  to  assemble  about  the 
school  buildings  at  an  unreasonable  time  before  the  opening  of 
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school,  and  after  dismission  they  shall  immediately  leave  the  school 
premises. 

Sec.  11.  If  a pupil  is  unable  from  sickness  or  any  other  cause  to 
perform  satisfactorily  the  work  of  his  grade,  such  pupil  may  be 
transferred  to  the  next  lower  grade  by  the  Superintendent  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  12.  When  a pupil  can  advance  faster  than  his  class  he 
shall  be  allowed  to  do  so;  and  he  may  be  promoted  to  a higher  grade 
at  the  beginning  of  a term  if  fully  qualified  to  do  the  work  of  that 
grade.  No  such  promotion  shall  be  made  without  the  approval  of  the 
Superintendent. 

Duties  of  Janitors. 

Sec.  1.  Janitors  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  their  duties,  aud  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the 
General  Committee,  through  the  Superintendent,  as  its  agent.  They 
shall  at  all  times  be  courteous  and  obliging  to  the  teachers  in  whose 
school-houses  they  serve,  and  shall  cheerfully  give  heed  to  any  reason- 
able request  of  the  teachers  as  to  the  regulation  of  the  temperature 
and  ventilation,  and  the  performance  of  other  minor  duties  which 
may  come  within  the  scope  of  their  work. 

Sec.  2.  All  the  school  rooms  are  to  be  swept  at  least  twice  a 
week,  after  school,  and  the  furniture  dusted  each  morning,  before 
school,  aud  cleanliness  and  neatness  shall  be  carefully  observed  about 
the  school  houses  and  premises. 

Sec.  3.  Janitors  shall  frequently  visit  the  school  rooms  to  take 
note  of  the  temperature,  which  they  shall  endeavor  to  keep  up  to  the 
standard  at  all  times  during  the  session  of  the  school. 

Sec.  4.  No  intoxicating  liquor  shall  be  used  by  any  janitor  on 
any  of  the  school  premises,  and  no  smoking  shall  be  permitted  out- 
side the  furnace  rooms.  No  profane  or  indecent  language  shall  be 
permitted  by  any  janitor  on  or  about  the  school  premises. 

Sec.  5.  Principals  and  teachers  shall  report  to  the  Superin- 
tendent the  failure  of  any  janitor  to  comply  with  any  of  the  fore- 
going regulations. 

Organization  of  Schools. 

The  public  schools  shall  consist  of  Primary  schools,  Grammar 
schools,  aud  a High  school. 

The  Primary  schools  shall  consist  of  four  grades  of  one  year  each 
first,  second,  third  and  fourth. 

The  Grammar  schools  shall  consist  of  four  grades  of  one  year 
each  ; fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  and  eighth. 
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The^HigU  school  shall  consist  of  four  grades  of  one  year  each 
cninth,  tenth,  Junior  and  Senior. 

School  Year. 

The  School  year  shall  consist  of  forty  weeks  for  the  High  and 
High  Grammar  schools,  and  thirty  eight  weeks  for  all  other  schools. 

Terms  and  Vacations. 

The  winter  term  of  all  the  schools  shall  begin  on  the  first  Monday 
after  Kew  Year’s  day  aud  continue  twelve  weeks.  The  spring  vaca- 
tion shall  consist  of  one  week. 

The  spring  term  of  all  the  schools  shall  begin  on  Mouday  after  a 
week’s  vacation  and  shall  continue  as  follows;  The  High  and  High 
Grammar  schools,  twelve  weeks,  and  all  other  schools  eleven  weeks. 

The  fall  term  of  the  High  and  High  Grammar  schools  shall  begin 
on  the  first  day  after  Labor  Day  in  September,  and  of  all  other 
-schools  on  the  next  Monday,  and  all  schools  shall  close  for  the  winter 
(holiday  vacation  on  the  last  Friday  before  Christmas. 
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REPORT 


OF  THE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough  : 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  investigating 
and  reporting  a sewerage  plan  for  the  town  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report. 

Immediately  after  the  committee  had  organized  we  deemed  it  ad- 
visable to  obtain  a report  upon  the  subject  from  an  engineer  who  had 
been  connected  with  the  design  and  construction  of  works  similar  to 
those  which  would  probably  be  needed  in  Attleborough.  We  selected 
Freeman  C.  Coffin,  C.  E.,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  as  our  engineer  and  his 
thorough  and  comprehensive  consideration  of  the  subject  is  subjoined 
to  our  report  for  your  future  consideration.  In  order  to  make  ac- 
curate plans  and  estimates  of  a work  of  this  kind  it  was  necessary 
that  correct  measurements  and  elevations  of  the  entire  territory  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  our  engiueer. 

Fortunately  a very  considerable  part  of  this  data  was  already  at 
hand  on  the  plans  on  file  at  the  town  clerk’s  office.  By  supplement- 
ing this  data  with  results  of  actual  surveys  as  became  nscessary  we 
have  been  able  to  furnish  our  engineer  with  all  the  necessary  inform- 
ation at  a very  small  cost  compared  with  the  cost  that  would  have 
been  involved  if  it  had  been  necessary  to  survey  all  the  streets  for 
which  sewers  are  provided.  The  results  of  the  work  of  the  committee 
and  our  engineer  may  be  stated  in  a general  way  as  follows  : 

I.  An  accurate  and  very  complete  map  of  the  village  that  will 
prove  valuable  to  the  town  in  many  ways. 

II.  On  the  map  is  shown  the  location  of  all  sewers  and  manholes 
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necessary  for  a complete  system  of  sewers  for  the  villages  of  Attle- 
boro and  Dodge ville. 

III.  A set  of  profiles  of  all  streets  in  the  village  showing  the  pres- 
ent surface  of  the  ground,  the  proposed  locations  of  the  sewers,  their 
size  and  grade,  and  the  locations  of  all  manholes.  Also  any  changes 
that  may  be  necessary  in  the  surface  of  the  streets  on  account  of  the 
sewers. 

IV.  A thorough  and  intelligent  report  by  our  engineer  ou  the 
subject  of  a sewerage  system  for  the  town  that  may  be  divided  for 
consideration  into  two  parts  : — 

a.  The  arrangement  of  the  system  of  piping,  manholes  and  other 
details  of  construction  necessary  for  efficiently  removing  the  sewage 
fr®m  the  village. 

b.  The  methods  of  disposal  of  the  sewage. 

Consideration  of  the  Subject. 

In  discussing  these  results  the  items  under  Sections  I,  II  and  III  call 
for  little  remark  at  this  time  beyond  the  statement  that  we  believe 
these  maps  and  plans  will  be  found  useful  for  many  purposes  besides 
their  use  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  a sewerage  system. 
For  instance  the  map  may  pro 73  valuable  to  the  assessors,  while  the 
knowledge  of  the  size  and  location  of  the  proposed  sewer  in  a given 
street  will  make  it  possible  to  proceed  with  the  permanent  improve- 
ment of  the  street  long  before  the  sewerage  system  is  extended  to 
that  location  by  placing  in  the  street  to  be  improved  the  proposed 
sewer  at  the  proper  grade  and  extending  connections  for  the  houses 
ou  the  street  to  the  street  line.  In  streets  where  sewers  are  to  be  of 
of  small  size  and  not  placed  at  a great  depth  the  cost  will  bo  very 
small  compared  with  the  cost  of  other  parts  of  the  system. 

We  are  now  for  the  first  time,  in  a position  where  it  is  possible  to 
make  permanent  improvements  on  any  or  all  streets  in  town  and 
know  at  the  beginning  that  the  water,  sewer  and  gas  pipes  will  not 
have  to  be  disturbed.  Under  Section  IV,  which  refers  to  the  report 
of  our  engineer,  we  can  add  but  iitfie  in  the  way  of  information.  The 
estimates  we  understand  to  be  based  on  the  results  of  similar  wo  k in 
other  places.  These  estimates  do  not  include  the  cost  of  land,  rights 
of  way  or  the  cost  of  raising  the  grade  of  streets  when  necessary,  or 
any  land  damages  that  may  be  caused  by  such  change  of  grade.  These 
are  matters  uf  which  it  is  not  advisable  to  make  a separate  estimate 
at  the  present  time,  but  when  the  work  of  construction  is  undertaken 
the  appropriation  should  be  lajge  enough  to  include  the  expense  that 
will  probably  be  caused  by  these  items.  The  estimated  cost  of  this 
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work  has  greatly  exceeded  our  first  anticipations,  yet  a careful  con- 
sideration of  the  plans  readily  shows  why  the  cost  will  be  so  large. 
Unfortunately  for  this  work  the  town  is  so  flat  and  has  so  little  fall  from 
The  upper  to  the  lower  end  of  the  village  that  in  order  to  have  suffici- 
ent fall  in  the  sewers  to  properly  convey  the  sewage  it  will  be  necess- 
ary for  the  sewers  at  the  lower  part  of  the  village  to  bo  several  feet 
below  the  level  of  the  water  in  the  river  and  Dcdgeville  pond.  As 
These  sewers  will  probably  be  in  quicksand  it  is  evident  that  their 
'Cost  will  undoubtedly  be  heavy. 

This  matter  has  received  the  care  ml  attention  of  our  engineer  an  1 
advantage  has  been  takeu  of  every  possible  means  of  reduciug  the 
cost  of  these  main  sewers  We  believe  the  arrangement  or  the  piping 
for  the  sewerage  system,  as  shown  on  the  plans  aui  profiles  is  the  one 
that  must  be  adopted  for  delivering  the  sewag9  at  the  proposed  loca- 
tion of  thepumping  statiou  by  gravity.  This  system  alsc  provides  for 
under-drains  wherever  they  are  needed  to  assist  in  lowering  the  level 
of  the  ground  water. 

Having  delivered  the  sewage  at  the  lower  end  of  the  main  sowers, 
it  wid  be  necessary  to  then  pump  it  as  the  sewers  will  be  too  low 
to  discharge  by  gravity  at  any  location  where  it  would  be  advisable 
to  discharge  the  sewage  This  will  of  course  add  to  the  first  cos'-,  tile 
cost  of  maintenance  of  this  pumping  station.  From  this  point  the 
sewage  can  be  delivered  by  the  pumps  to  the  most  favorable  location 
for  treatment.  Two  methods  of  treatment  are  feasible  in  our  case 
either  chemical  precipitation  or  intermittent  filtration  througn  sand 
or  gravel.  Of  these  Mr.  Coffin  recommends  intermittent  filtration 
as  beiug  less  expensive  for  maintenance  and  giving  better  purification 
of  the  seawge 

This  method  of  treatiug  sewage  has  been  used  but  little  iu  this 
countrv  up  to  the  present  time  and  probably  in  but  few  places  outside 
of  Massachusetts.  It  was  first  used  in  Massachusetts  at  Lenox  in 
1876.  At  Amherst  it  was  introduced  in  1881.  At  Medfield  in  1886 
and  since  that  time  works  for  the  disposal  of  town  sewage  by  inter 
mitteut  filtration  have  been  built  by  the  towns  of  Framingham,  Marl- 
borough, Gardner  and  Westborough.  The  city  of  Brockton  is  at 
present  constructing  works  of  this  kind  which  are  nearly  completed  - 
Within  the  last  few  years  an  experimental  statiou  has  been  operated 
at  Lawrence  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  where 
extensive  experiments  are  being  made  vi  hich  extend  over  a term  of 
several  years  with  a view"  to  determining  the  conditions  and  method 
of  treatment  under  which  the  best  results  can  be  obtaiued.  The  re- 
sults already  obtaiued  by  these  towns,  and  at  tbs  experimental  station 
indicate  that  a high  degree  of  purification  can  be  obtained  by  this 
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method  under  the  proper  conditions,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  result 
of  further  experiments  by  the  State  Board  of  Healt  h m the  next  few 
years  will  determine  with  greater  certainty  what  method  of  arrauge- 
snere  of  filter  beds  is  best  with  the  different  kinds  of  sand  or  gravel 
to^be  found  indifferent  locations,  and  also  the  best  method  of  applying 
the  sewage  to  the  beds. 

In  conclusion  we  wish  to  submit  the  follhwing  recoin meudations  : — 

I Before  the  town  can  issus  bonds  sufficient  to  raise  a sum  that 
will  build  any  considerable  portion  of  this  system  of  sewers,  it  wib  be 
necessary  to  obtain  authority  of  the  legislature  to  exceed  the  debt 
limit  as  fixed  by  statutory  law.  Therofore  we  recommend  that  before 
the  town  undertakes  to  build  any  portion  of  this  system  that  a bill  be 
carefully  drawu  and  submitted  to  the  legislature  that  shall  contain, 
besides  a clause  authorizing  the  issue  of  the  necessary  amount  of 
bonds,  all  the  essential  features  of  similar  acts  recently  enacted  for 
•other  towns  and  citl-s  that  have  adopted  and  built  large  systems  of 

II  That  wherever  tae  grade  of  tne  proposed  sewers  require  that 
the  grade  of  the  surface  of  the  street  be  raised  above  its  present  grade 
the  towu  adopt  the  grade  indicated  on  the  profile  as  the  permanent 
grade  of  such  streets.  There  are  but  few  places  where  the  grade  of 
-£he  streets  are  thus  changed  but  the  town  should  adopt  the  proposed 
grade  at  as  early  a date  as  possible  in  order  to  avoid  any  damage  that 
might  result  in  case  improvements  should  be  made  on  the  property 
abutting  these  streets  which  would  suffer  injury  by  a change  of  grade 
at  some  later  time. 

Ilf  That  the  town  take  action  to  secure  the  land  and  rights  of 
way  that  will  be  necessary  for  the  proposed  location  of  the  system  of 
sewers  in  so  far  as  it  is  possible  and  advisable  without  legislative  act- 
ion. 

IV  That  before  entering  upou  the  work  of  constructing  this  sys- 
tem of  sewers  a thorougn  investigation  be  made  of  the  plan  of  assess- 
ing betterments  in  connection  with  the  building  of  the  sewers  and 
some  plan  adopted.  Without  some  such  plaa  the  town  cannot  at 
present  afford  to  undertake  the  work,  audit  the  system  is  to  be  built 
under  the  betterment  plan  it  will  be  advisable  to  have  that  plan 
thoroughly  uuderstood  audagreed  upon  before  the  actual  work  of 
construction  begius. 

Elaaliy  we  earnestly  recommend  that  every  citizen  make  a careful 
study  of  the  report  of  our  eugiueer.  The  report  deals  in  a most 
thorough  manner  with  a subject  that  vitally  affects  the  welfare  of  the 
entire  community  and  one  that  calls  for  careful  consideration  by

Gentlemen  : — 

In  compliance  with  your  request  as  expressed  in  a letter  from 
the  secretary  of  your  committee  July  25,  18ff4,  I herewith  submit  my 
report,  upon  a system  of  Sewerage  with  plans  and  estimates,  for  the- 
town  of  Attleborough,  Mass. 

Data. 

The  data  from  which  these  preliminary  plaus  have  been  prepared 
was  furnished  by  you,  in  the  shape  of  piofiles  of  streets  from  the 
town  records  and  in  the  case  of  new  streets  by  level  notes  and  a plan 
furnished  by  you,  compiled  from  the  above  sources,  and  such  addi- 
tional measurements  as  were  necessary.  It  is  probable  that  the  plan 
and  profiles  are  approximately  correct,  but  no  doubt  in  data  compiled 
in  this  way  there  will  be  minor  discrepancies  in  distance,  and  more 
over  the  manholes  at  changes  of  liue  and  street  intersectious  have  no 
been  located  ou  the  ground,  therefore  the  exact  distances  between  th 
manholes  cannot  be  known  at  present,  and  are  not  given  on  the  pro- 
files in  figures,  but  the  manholes  are  located  upon  the  profile  as. 
claarlv  as  possible  leaving  the  matter  of  exact  location  to  be  made  at 
the  time  of  construction.  The  only  difference  that  this  will  make- 
will  be  in  the  total  rise  or  fall  of  the  sewer  between  the  manholes, 
which  will  be  a small  matter  on  the  flatter  grades,  as  for  instance  the 
difference  of  even  five  feet  in  the  distance  between  two  manholes,, 
would  be  an  inclination  of  1 to  100  make  but  .05  of  a foot  difference 
in  the  elevation  of  the  sewer.  In  all  manholes  that  occur  at  a change 
of  grade  or  entrance  of  a side  sewer,  1 have  allowed  a drop  in  the 
grade  of  the  sewer  of  .01  foot  or  more,  so  that  I believe  there  will  be 
no  practical  difficulty  from  this  source.  Of  course  in  steep  grades- 
there  is  no  trouble  in  overcoming  any  variation  of  this  kind. 

In  doing  the  work  in  this  wray  you  have  made  a great  saving  in  ex- 
pense for  surveys  as  you  had  so  much  of  the  data  ou  hand,  and  I do  - 
not  hesitate  to  say  that  the  work  of  construction  can  be  as  satisfac^ 
tcrily  done,  if  the  work  of  laying  out  each  street  or  line  is  done  bfe- 
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fore  any  pipe  is  laid  iu  such  street  or  line,  and  checked  with  the  pro- 
file, this  should  be  done  iu  any  case. 

General  Division  of  the  Subject. 

In  the  discussion  of  the  subject  it  naturally  falls  into  the  following1; 
divisions : 

1.  The  kind  of  system  to  be  adopted. 

a.  The  combined  system  taking  sewage,  roof  and  surface 

water. 

b.  The  separate  system  taking  only  the  sewage. 

c.  The  separate  system  modified  by  the  admission  of  roof  or 
cellar  water. 

2.  System  of  Disposal. 

a.  Natural  into  river  or  sea. 

b.  Artificial  by  precipitation,  irrigation  or  filtration. 

3.  Street  sewers. 

Size,  velocity,  inclination,  manhole,  material. 

4.  Flushing. 

5.  Underdrainage. 

6 Dumping. 

System  to  Be  Adopted. 

A system  of  sewerage  is  commonly  understood  to  be  a system  by 
means  of  which  the  waste  from  houses,  stores,  shops,  etc.,  are  carried’ 
by  the  water  used  in  the  various  processes  of  modern  life  to  some  point 
where  it  will  not  cause  a nuisance  and  in  some  cases  it  is  combined  with 
the  same  system  that  provides  for  the  surface  water,  then  it  is  called  a 
“combined’’  system  and  in  others  only  the  sewage  is  admitted,  and  the 
rain  or  surface  water  other  wise  provided  for.  This  is  known  as  the 
“Separate”  system. 

Each  system  has  its  advantages  and  its  advocates  for  large  cities* 
with  many  paved  streets  and  much  roof  surface,  and  few  natural  un- 
polluted water  courses,  but  the  general  opinion  of  engineers,  and  the 
great  bulk  of  modern  practice  is  hi  favor  of  the  Separate  System  for 
smaller  cities  and  towns  where  the  natural  water  courses  can  carry 
off  the  surface  flow  with  little  expense  for  drains.  This  system  i 
recommended  for  your  town  without  further  discussion  except  to- 
allude  to  the  large  sewer  necessary  to  carry  the  water  in  time  of  heavy 
storms,  in  the  Combined  system  and  through  which  iu  dry  weather,  a. 
slight  stream  of  sewage  trickles  along,  leaving  here  and  there  in  its 
slow  progress  accumulation  of  filth  to  decompose  until  the  next  storm* 
washes  them  away. 
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Disposal. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  question  to  be  decided  in  a se average 
system,  and  the  one  often  requiring  the  most  study  is  that  of  the  dis- 
posal of  the  sewage.  Natural  disposal  will  be  first  ccnsidered  for 
Attleboro,  and  this  may  be  divided  into  disposal  into  the  sea  aud  into 
river  and  water  courses.  By  natural  disposal  is  meant  simp  y carry- 
ing by  gravity  to  some  point  and  there  discharging  it  without  treat- 
ment. In  a town  situated  near  the  sea  we  naturally  turn  to  that  first. 
It  would  probably  be  a physical  possibility  for  Attleboro  to  discharge 
its  sewage  into  the  sea  or  one  of  its  arms,  but  in  making  this  inquiry 
we  are  at  once  met  with  jbbe  fact  that  the  city  of  Providence,  after 
long  and  careful  investigation,  finds  it  more  desirable  or  economical 
to  dncharge  us  sewage  at  Fields  Point,  only  after  an  expensive  treat, 
merit  by  Cbemic  il  Precipitation  than  to  carry  it  out  to  sea  where  it 
might  be  discharged  in  a crude  state.  This  would  seem  to  be  con- 
clusive evidence  that  Attleboro  could  not  afford  to  carry  its  newage 
to  such  a point.  Neither  is  it  to  besupposed  that  it  w.mld  be  allowed  to 
discharge  at  Field’s  Point  or  above  without  previous  treatment.  As 
an  examination  of  the  map  will  show,  Narragansett  Bay  is  the  only 
place  for  disposal  by  gravitation  into  salt  water. 

Has  Attleboro  any  river  or  water  courses  into  which  it  can  turn  its 
crude  sewage  ? 

The  physical  conditions  would  probably  allow  of  its  being  dis- 
charged at  some  point  below  Hebronville  into  the  Ten  Mile  River, 
but  as  this  point  would  be  less  than  ten  miles  above  the  place  where 
East  Providence  takes  its  water  supply  irora  the  same  river,  this  plan 
is  forbidden  by  statute.  As  this  exhausts  all  the  possibilities  for 
■natural  disposal  of  the  sewage  of  Atdeboro  we  must  look  to  some 
plan  for  artificial  disposal. 

Aiitificial  Disposal. 

For  artificial  disposal  there  are  in  general  three  methods  with  their 
modifications  viz: 

Chemical  Precipitation. 

Irrigation. 

Filtration. 

Chemical  Precipitation. 

Chemical  precipitation  will  be  discussed  uo  further  than  to  compare 
its  cost,  both  first  and  annual  with  that  of  filtration,  in  case  it  is 
found  possible  to  use  the  latter.  Slated  in  a broad  manner  the  cost 

r 

of  the  tanks,  building  aud  machinery  for  the  chemical  treatment  o- 
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sewage  will  be  quite  equal  to  the  cost  of  filter  beds  if  a favorable  loca- 
tion for  the  economical  construction  of  such  beds  can  be  found. 

The  pumping  station  and  pumping  machinery,  if  pumping  is  re- 
quired, will  be  about  the  same  in  one  case  as  the  other. 

The  attendance  required  for  the  precipitation  plaut  for  Attleboro 
would  certainly  exceed  that  for  the  filter  beds  by  not  less  thau  $1000 
per  yetr.  The  only  i em  of  expense  upon  the  filtration  system  that 
would  exceed  the  other,  would  be  the  laud  required  for  the  filtration 
area  and  the  force  main  from  the  pumping  station  to  the  filter  field* 
The  cost  of  chemical  precipitation  would  be  approximately  20  cents 
per  annum  per  inhabitant  as  shown  by  the  report  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health. 

Assuming  8000  inhabitants  this  would  be 

Per  annum  $1000.00 

Increased  cost  of  attendance  1000.00 

Total  annual  expense  over  filtration  $2000.00 

To  offset  Ibis  would  be  the  interest  on  the  excess  of  first  cost  of 
filtration  over  precipita  ion.  This  difference  is  estimated  at  not  to 
■exceed  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000  ) the  interest  upou  which  at 
four  per  cent.  (4  per  cent  ) equals  eight  hundred  dollars  ($800.) 
Difference  in  annual  maintenance  including  interest  on  first  cost 
equals  twenty  six  hundred  dollars  ($2,600)  lees  eight  hundred  dollars 
{$800.)  which  is  eight  en  hundred  dollars  ($1,800-)  in  favor  of  filtra- 
tion. 

Besides  the  financial  side  of  the  question,  the  effluent  from 
chemical  precipitation  contains  about  twenty  times  as  much  pollution 
as  that  from  the  filtration  plant  when  both  are  working  at  highest 
rate  of  efficiency  and  in  a form  that  is  liable  to  cause  a greater 
nuisance  thau  the  latler. 

Irrigation. 

Irrigation  has  few  if  any  advantages  over  filtration,  the  greatest) 
perhaps,  is  that  land  that  can  not  be  used  for  filtration  or  used  only  a t 
great  expense  for  preparation  can  be  used  for  irrigation,  but  to  offset 
this,  it  requires  very  much  more  laud  for  the  latter.  Another  argu- 
ment that  has  been  used  in  its  favor,  is  that  it  may  be  financially 
profitable  and  return  in  the  way  of  crops  some  of  the  expense  o^ 
■maintenance. 

Whether  this  would  be  the  case  or  not  depends  largely  upon  the 
conditions  in  each  case  and  upon  the  management.  There  is  ou© 
'difficulty  met  with,  and  that  is,  that  the  best  method  of  handling  th© 
sewage  for  complete  purification,  sometimes  conflicts  with  the  bes^

treatment  of  the  laud  for  the  profitable  raising  of  crops,  as  in  a wet 
time  the  latter  are  better  off  without  the  sewage.  There  have  been 
colume8  written  on  both  sides  of  the  subject.  The  practical  outcome 
of  it  seems  to  be  that  there  are  in  this  country  few  if  any  successful 
sewage  farms.  It  is  not  recommended  in  your  case  if  land  can  be 
found  suitable  for  filtration. 

Filtration. 

By  filtration  is  usually  meant  intermittent  downward  filtration 
through  beds  of  sand  or  gravel,  either  in  a natural  state  or  artificially 
constructed  with  or  without  uoderdrains.  Where  a sufficient  area  o* 
suitable  land  can  be  found,  this  is  an  economical  and  efficient  mean** 
ot  purifying  sewage  to  such  an  extent  that  the  effluent  can  be  turned 
into  a water  course  without  creating  a nuisance.  Filter  beds  of  th^s- 
description  are  in  use  in  Framingham,  Marlborough,  and  Gardner  in 
this  state  where  an  affluent  is  obtained,  the  average  of  the  analyses  o* 
which  show  a removal  of  from  91  to  99  per  cent,  of  the  impurities  as. 
indicated  by  the  reduction  of  the  albuminoid  ammonia.  The  city  ot 
Brockton  has  recently  constructed  a system  of  this  kind,  which  is  not 
yet  in  operation,  and  in  the  report  of  the  city  engineer  is  much  value 
able  information  relating  to  the  subject.  The  State  Board  of  Health 
of  Mass,  has  been  for  several  years  past  conducting  an  extensive 
series  of  experiments  upon  sewage  filtration  and  in  its  report  is  to  be- 
fouud  most  valuable  information  upon  the  subject  and  great  aid  to 
the  desigu  of  efficient  filter  beds.  There  is  in  Attleboro,  in  the 
southerly  portion  of  the  town,  a large  tract  of  land  that  seems  to  be 
well  suited  to  the  purpose  of  filtration.  This  land  lies  on  both  sides 
of  Tiffany  Street  and  westerly  from  the  Ten  Mile  River  as  shown  on 
the  map  accompanying  this  report.  There  aie  approximately  forty- 
acres  suitable  for  this  use. 


Mechanical  Composition  of  material  found  at  Tiffany 
street  filler  field  and  their  value  for  filters : 

Test  pits  were  sunk  at  various  locations  in  the  proposed  filter 
field  and  a sufficient  number  of  samples  of  the  material  found  at 
various  depths  have  been  taken  to  give  an  accurate  idea  of  the  quality 
of  the  materials  in  this  locatiou  and  its  distribution. 

Of  th^se  samples  a number  sufficient  to  cover  the  entire  range  of 
materials  fouud,  from  the  finest  to  the  coarsest,  have  been  analyzed 
(mechanically)  and  tbe  results  are  shown  in  the  accompanying  dia- 
gram of  “ Mechanical  Composition  of  Materials."  The  scales  used  in 
this  diagram  are  the  same  as  used  in  the  report  of  the  State  Board  o* 
Health  for  1891,  p.  430.

Note. — Numbers  on  curves  indicate  number  of  Test  Pit. 
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By  comparing  the  composition  of  materials  from  the  p’opose^ 
filter  beds  as  shown  by  this  diagram,  with  the  composition  of  material^ 
nsed  in  the  filter  tanks  at  the  experimental  station  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health,  as  shown  in  the  diagram  of  the  report  referred  to  above,  an 
approximate  idea  can  be  formed  of  the  value  of  these  materials  for  the- 
purpose  of  filter  beds. 

For  the  purposes  of  comparisons  we  will  consider  the  quality  of 
the  material  at  this  location  as  consisting  of  two  classes. 

Class  I.  Having  an  effective  size  of  0 204  to  0 479  millimeter. 

Class  II.  Having  an  effective  size  of  0.074  to  0 105  millimeter. 

Class  I.  includes  by  far  the  greater  area  and  comprises  all  the 
land  north  and  soiUh  of  Tiffany  Street,  the  surface  of  which  has  an 
elevation  higher  than  grade  396. 

Class  TI.  is  found  on  a limited  area  in  the  southeasterly  part  o^ 
the  proposed  filter  field  and  is  found  in  the  form  of  a stratum  of  about 
a foot  in  thinkness  directly  under  the  subsoil  aud  underlaid  with 
material  similar  to  Class  I.  extending  to  ground  water. 

The  following  table  furnishes  a comparison  of  the  effective  size 
of  materials  used  in  some  of  the  filter  fields  where  filtration  of  sewage 
has  been  carried  on  successfully  on  a large  scale.

It  will  be  noticed  that  Class  I corresponds  more  uearlv  with  the 
size  of  material  used  at  Framingham.  This  is  certainly  a favorable 
indication  as  the  results  obtained  at  Framingham  have  been  verv 
satisfactory,  and  while  these  results  have  been  rendered  possible  bv 
other  favorable  conditions  (such  as  a considerable  depth  to  the  ground 
water,  large  area  of  land  in  use  in  proportion  to  tbe  amount  of  sewago, 
treated,  and  high  temperature  of  tbe  sewage  in  winter  owing  to  th* 
fact  that  the  water  supply  is  taken  from  the  ground,  all  of  which  con_ 
ditions  can  be  approximated  in  Attleboro),  yet  it  is  probable  that  the 
size  of  the  filtering  material  contributes  greatly  to  the  successful 
results  obtained. 

Ic  is  proposed  to  bring  to  the  sewage  in  a cast  iron  force  main 
from  the  pumping  station  to  the  filter  beds  by  the  wav  of  South  Main 
Street  and  Tiffany  Street.  This  main  to  be  fourteen  inches  in 
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diameter.  From  this  force  main  the  sewage  can  be  delivered  upon 
any  of  the  beds. 

No  plans  of  filter  beds  have  been  made  at  this  time,  as  this  is  a 
matter  that  will  require  a good  deal  of  investigation  and  numerous 
test  pits  to  be  dug,  which,  as  a portion  of  the  land  is  under  cultivation, 
would  be  objectionable  to  the  owner.  In  a general  way  I should  ad- 
vise that  the  best  and  highest  portion  of  the  area  be  used  first  and 
perhaps  treated  iu  an  experimental  manner,  for  instance  a few  bed^ 
might  be  graded,  and  a large  area  used  without  grading.  I would 
also  suggest  that  a few  beds  be  made  in  the  higher  portions  in  the 
coarser  materials,  and  so  underdrained  that  the  effluent  or  the  larger 
portion  of  it  could  flow  on  to  lower  beds  and  be  filtered  again,  the  idea 
being  to  run  comparatively  large  amounts  of  sewage  to  the  acre  upon? 
the  higher  beds,  using  them  as  a kind  of  strainer  and  then  filter  th3 
effluent  more  slowly  on  a larger  area  on  the  lower  beds.  The  area  on 
which  the  finer  material  is  located  might  be  used  for  secondary  beds. 
Something  of  this  sort  has  been  done  with  very  good  results  at  the 
Lawrence  experimental  station  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  then  & 
current  of  air  was  drawn  through  the  first  beds.  This  would  hardlY 
be  practicable  on  a large  scale,  but  there  the  filtration  was  very  rapid 
and  perhaps  wi  h slower  filtration  very  good  results  might  be  obtained 
without  the  artificial  aeration. 

It  would  be  advisable  to  acquire  all  of  the  available  land  in  the 
vicinity,  and  at  first  the  area  used  could  be  large  as  compared  with 
the  quantity  of  ‘sewage,  but  with  little  expense  for  construction  of 
beds,  later  as  the  quantity  to  be  treated  increases,  more  expense  could 
be  put  into  construction  and  the  sewage  filtered  at  a higher  rate  of 
speed  per  acre.  With  beds  properly  prepared  and  of  suitable  mate- 
rial it  is  possible  to  treat  the  sewage  of  one  tnousand  people  per  acre> 

I am  of  the  opinion  that  with  the  strainer  beds  suggested  above,  a 
settling  tank  and  sludge  beds  would  be  unnecessary. 

Sewers. 

Before  designing  the  lateral  and  intercepting  sewer  it  is  necessary 
to  decide  whether  or  not  the  roof  water  or  the  water  from  the  , ellars. 
is  to  be  admitted.  As  all  the  sewage  will  have  to  be  pumped  and 
treated  on  the  filter  beds  it  would  be  advisable  in  your  case  to  admit 
nothing  but  the  sewage.  The  system  has  been  designed  upon  this- 
basis. 

No  sewer  less  than  six  inches  in  diameter  is  designed  for  any  street 
and  none  less  than  eight  inches  where  the  inclination  is  less  than  one 
in  one  hundred.  Where  the  quantity  of  sewage  required  larger  sew- 
ers they  are  designed  to  care  for  the  sewage  of  from  twenty  to  fifty* 
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persona  per  acre  on  the  territory  to  be  served  ia  different  portions  of 
the  town  using  a water  supply  of  one  hundred  gallons  per  head  per 
day  and  75  per  cent  of  it  used  in  twelve  hours  of  the  day  which  is 
approximately  the  rate  of  the  use  of  the  water  supply. 

The  sewers  are  designed  of  such  a size  that  they  shall  run  oue-half 
full  uuder  the  above  conditions.  This  will  give  a margin  for  larger 
quantities  of  sewage  for  a short  time  and  for  a larger  population, 
•upon  the  territory.  A circular  sewer  runuiugone  half  full  flows  withthe 
same  velocity  as  when  running  full,  and  discharges  one  half  the  sew- 
age and  is  self-cleansing  at  the  same  grade. 

When  running  full  or  half  full  the  sewers  in  this  system  are  de- 
signed to  have  the  following  minimum  velocities: 

6 inch  sewers  3 1-2  feet  per  second. 

8 “ 3 “ “ and  in  a few  street s *21.2 

10  “ 1-2  “ “ “ 

12  “ “ 2 1-4  to  2 1-2 

15  and  18  inch  sewers  2 1.2 

Your  town  is  rather  level  and  much  study  was  required  to  secure 
grades  that  would  give  the  above  velocities,  and  some  deep  cutting 
is  also  necessary.  The  topography  of  the  town  divides  it  into  four 
main  divisions  or  sections  which  may  be  designated  as  follows  : 

1 Thacher  Brook  Section. 

2 Ten  Mile  llivar  Section. 

3 South  Main  Street  Section. 

4 County  Street  Section. 

Thacher  Brook  Section  includes  practically  al  of  the  area  east  of 
the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & PI.  R.  R.,  on  which  the  surface  drainage  is  into 
Thacher  Brook,  and  Hope,  Benefit,  and  Oak  Streets  on  the  west  of 
the  railroad. 

The  sewers  of  this  section  will  discharge  into  an  intercepting 
sewer  located  along  the  line  of  said  brook,  and  to  be  within  the 
limits  of  the  proposed  improvement  of  the  brook.  This  intercepting 
sewer  runs  from  Forest  Street  to  the  side  of  the  proposed  pumping 
station  and  is  about  fifteen  or  sixteen  feet  below  the  present  surface. 

Ten  Mile  River  Section  includes  about  all  of  the  area  west  of  the 
railroad  and  north  of  County  Street.  The  sewers  of  this  section  dis- 
charge into  a low  lying  intercepting  sewer  running  from  the  inter- 
section of  West  Street  aud  North  Avenue  in  the  general  direction  of 
the  Ten  Mile  River  to  a point  on  said  river  about  opposite  Manches- 
ter Street  where  it  unites  with  the  sewer  from  County  Street  Section.. 

South  Main  Street  Section  comprises  all  of  the  area  between  the 
railroad  aud  the  divide  between  Thacher  Brook  and  Ten  Mile  River, 
and  the  sewers  discharge  into  the  main  sewer  in  South  Main  Street. 
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County  Street  Section  is  the  territory  in  and  around  County 
Street  west  of  the  summits  at  the  intersection  of  Third  and  County 
Streets. 

This  section  discharges  through  Sixth  Street  into  a sewer 
which  crosses  the  Ten  Mile  River  and  the  railroad  to  the  corner  of 
Ellis  and  Manchester  Sts.  and  thence  through  Manchester  St.  to  the 
main  sewer  in  South  Main  Street.  From  the  main  sewer  in  South 
Main  Street  it  is  proposed,  at  some  point  near  Chester  Street,  to 
build  a sewer  across  the  field  through  the  valley  at  that  point  easterly 
to  join  Thacher  Brook  sewer  at  the  pumping  station.  There  are  ap 
proximatelv  thirty  miles  of  streets  for  which  sewers  are  planned. 

SEWER  rJ  PE. 

All  of  the  sewers  contemplated  in  this  plau  are  to  be  of  vitrified 
pipe  in  three  foot  leugths  and  with  so  called  “ deep  socket  ” joints. 

MANHOLES. 

It  is  proposed  to  construct  brick  manholes  with  iron  frames  and 
covers  at  every  street  intersection,  also  at  every  change  in  the  line 
and  grade  of  the  sewer,  and  not  to  exceed  three  hundred  feet  apart, 
for  access  to  the  sewers  for  inspection  and  removal  of  any  stoppage 
and  for  flushing.  These  manholes  to  have  steps  built  in  the  wall. 

DEPTH  OF  SEWERS. 

It  is  designed  in  this  system  to  lay  no  sewers  less  than  seven  feet 
irorn  the  surface  of  the  streets  to  the  bottom  of  the  sewer,  and  nearly 
all  are  eight  feet  or  more.  There  are  a few  special  cases,  when  after 
examination,  and  to  avoid  large  expense,  the  sewers  are  less  than 
seven  feet,  but  in  those  cases  the  houses  can  all  be  drained  into  th0 
sewers. 


FLUSH  fNG. 


In  any  sewer  system  it  is  necessary  to  design  the  pipes  large 
enough  for  a maximum  flow,  and  this  of  course  implies  as  the  flow  of 
the  sewage  is  not  uniform,  that  there  are  times,  and  in  fact  most 
of  the  time,  when  there  is  a smaller  flow  which  will  not  fill  the  sewer 
even  one  half  fall,  and  this  is  especially  true  in  the  lateral  sewers  or 
those  which  only  serve  the  street  in  which  they  are  laid.  Experienc8 
in  many  sewer  systems  teaches  that  to  avoid  stoppage  as  much  as 
possible  it  is  better  to  lay  no  sewer  in  any  street,  no  matter  how  small 
the  flow,  less  than  six  inches  internal  diameter,  and  unless  a fall  of  at 
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leant  one  in  one  hundred  ca  i he  obtained,  it  is  better  to  use  eight  inch 
pipe  than  six.  This  makes  most  of  the  sewersin  1, his  plan  eight  inches’ 
in  diameter.  No  w in  a comp  <ratively  level  section  where  the  sewers 
are  designed  to  be  laid  at  the  least  grade  that  will  render  them  self- 
cleansing  when  running  one  half  full,  if  there  is  not  sufficient  sewage 
to  halt  fill  them,  the  velocity  will  not  be  great  enough  to  render  them 
self-cleansing  and  deposits  are  liable  to  form  in  the  sewers.  This  re- 
quires ar  ificial  flashing  or  the  creation  of  a flow  of  sewage  or  water 
that  will  fill  the  sewer  at  least  half  full  and  give  velocity  enough  to 
carry  away  the  deposits.  Taere  are  several  means  oi  accomplishing 
this  end.  One  is  by  the  use  of  automatic  flush  tanks  placed  at  the 
heads  of  lateral  sewers  and  connected  wi'h  the  water  supply,  which 
discharges  a large  amount  of  water  suddenly,  at  intervals  of  time,  the 
length  of- which  is  governed  by  amount  of  water  let  into  them.  Some 
towns  flush  from  the  street  hydrants  with  a hose.  Sometimes  the 
water  supply  is  piped  into  the  manholes  and  a gate  is  placed  upon  the 
pipe,  this  gate  is  opened  and  the  outlet  sewer  from  the  mauhole 
plugged  and  the  water  allowed  to  head  up  in  the  manhole,  wheQ  the 
plug  is  drawn  and  the  water  rushes  down  ihe  sewer.  The  sewage  is 
sometimes  allowed  to  head  up  in  the  manhole  in  the  same  way. 
There  are  but  two  of  the  above  methods  that  I should  recommend, 
namely,  the  automatic  flush  tank  and  the  water  suoplv  piped  into  the 
manholes.  The  flush  tanks  have  he  advantage  of  flashing  the  sewer 
periodically  with  no  atten  io  1 *0  Joug  as  their  machinery  is  ia  work- 
ing order  and  the  claim  is  ma  1 1 th  at  the  ventilation  is  better  on  ac- 
count of  the  frequ  n . washi  g-  with  clean  water  which  the  walls  of 
the  pipe  receive.

the  manholes  at  the  head  of  all  laterals  and  perhaps  use  a few  flush 
tanks  at  the  heads  of  some  lines  with  flat  grades.  Thus  you  can 
compare  the  merits  of  both  methods,  and  if  your  experience  shows 
that  the  flush  tauks  are  more  efficient,  as  you  extend  the  system  you 
can  introduce  them.  The  cost  of  the  connection  with  the  water  supply 
is  quite  inexpensive  as  compared  to  the  flush  tanks-  There  are  sev- 
eral points  in  this  system  where  the  water  of  the  river  may  be  used 
directly  for  flushing.  This  is  shown  on  the  profiles  and  plans. 

Ventilation. 

The  proper  ventilation  of  sewers  is  as  important  as  any  other 
feature  of  the  system,  and  yet  it  is  one  about  which  perhaps  the  least 
is  kuowu,  I believe  in  the  majority  of  sewers  the  only  ventilation 
provided  is  through  perforations  in  the  iron  covers  of  the  manholes, 
and  although  this  alone  may  not  be  a perfect  method,  I have  never 
known  of  any  serious  results  from  it.  Some  advocate  carrying  a 
ventilating  pipe  from  the  house  drains  outside  of  the  trap  to  the 
eaves  of  the  building,  this  would  add  quite  an  item  of  expense.  It  is 
also  proposed  to  omit  the  trap  from  the  house  drain  and  ventilate 
through  the  soil  pipe  in  the  house  and  through  the  roof. 

If  the  town  authorities  could  exercise  full  control  over  the  plumb- 
ing  within  the  houses ‘as  well  as  over  the  house  drains,  and  means 
were  used  to  keep  all  traps  sealed  when  the  house  was  vacant  from 
any  cause,  this  would  seem  to  be  as  good  a method  as  could  be  de- 
vised when  the  manhole  covers  are  perforated  for  an  air  inlet.  Under 
probable  conditions,  however,  I am  incline i to  advise  you  to  use  the 
perforated  manhole  covers  aloue  for  ventilation. 

Under  Drainage. 

There  is  an  element  affecting  a sewerage  system  that  has  not  yet- 
been  discussed  in  this  report.  1 refer  to  the  ground  water,  or  water 
in  the  soil  that  is  passed  through  the  process  of  laying  the  sewers. 
In  many  cases  the  level  of  this  ground  water  is  higher  than  the  sewer? 
and  it  tends  to  force  its  way  into  the  pipes  through  every  imper- 
fection in  the  joints,  and  in  soil  c juiposed  of  gravel  or  coarse  sand  the 
quantity  may  be  very  large.  In  fact  in  many  systems  tbeground  water 
forms  a large  portion,  as  high  as  fifty  per  cent  in  some  cases  of  the 
total  flow  from  the  outfall  sewer.  Nor  while  it  is  a distinct  sanitary 
advantage  to  lower  the  level  of  the  ground  water  under  an  inhabited 
district,  \et  if  ’he  system  is  one  in  which  pumping  or  artificial  treat- 
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meat  of  the  sewage  or  both  are  necessary,  it  is  a serious  objection  to 
have  the  ground  wafer  enter  the  sewer,  as  it  is  the  source  of  much  added 
expense  for  fall  and  for  additional  land  upon  which  to  treat  the  extra 
quantity.  Although  it  dilu  es  the  sewage,  it  hardly  requires  less  land 
per  given  quautity  than  undiluted  sewage.  Therefore  it  is  wise  to  pre. 
vent  its  entrauce  into  the  sewer,  and  if  desirao.e  to  lower  the  ground 
water,  to  discharge  it  into  natural  channels  With  the  methods  and 
materials  employed  in  sewer  con>tructiou,  it  is  almost  if  not  quite  im- 
possible to  make  the  joints  so  tight,  especially  iu  a wet  trench,  that  a 
large  amount  of  water  will  not  find  its  way  into  the  pipes  if  they  are 
laid  in  p^rvioiu  material  saturated  with  water  ar-  a higher  elevation 
than  the  sewer  itself.  Toe  mere  fact  of  laying  them  under  such  con- 
ditions prevents  as  good  work  baing  done  as  can  be  if  the  trench  is 
free  from  water. 

On  account  of  the  fact  that  it  is  desirable  iu  itself  to  lower  and 
cairy  away  the  ground  water,  it  is  also  ni)3t  desirable  to  exclude  the 
same  fro  o the  seA7ers,  and  rhat  better  and  tighter  work  can  be  done 
if  the  water  is  drawn  below  the  sewer,  the  practice  is  rapidly  growing 
in  favor  of  providing  under  draius  or  laying  a second  line  of  pipe  be- 
low the  sewer  itself.  This  second  line  is  laid  with  open  joints  cov- 
ered with  a piece  of  muslin  or  other  porous  material.  The  under 
drain  is  laid  in  advance  of  the  sewer  and  drains  the  water  out  of  the 
trench  aud  surrounding  soil  below  the  sewer,  thus  making  a dry 
trench  in  which  to  lay  it.  This  is  a great  advantage  during  construc- 
tion aud  afterwards  it  gathers  the  water  and  prevents  it  from  forming 
a head  above  the  sewer  and  entering  the  joints.  These  under  drains 
are  led  to  some  natural  water  course  if  possible  and  discharged. 

It  will  be  advisable  to  use  under  drains  with  many  of  the  S9wers  in 
Attleboro.  We  cannot  tell  beforehand  in  just  what  streets  they  will 
be  required  but  the  table  of  street  sewers  indicates  those  streets  in 
which  it  seems  that  it  will  be  necessary.  In  many  of  the  streets  the 
discharge  of  the  under  drains  will  be  by  gravity  into  the  streams. 

The  Thacher  Brook  intercepting  sewers  and  some  of  the  streets 
draining  into  it,  are  too  low  for  this,  and  if  after  construction  it  is 
found  advisable  in  the  operation  of  the  work  to  do  so,  the  water  of 
the  nnderdrainge  can  be  pumped  at  the  pumping  station  separate 
from  the  sewage  aud  discharged  into  Thacher  brook  at  the  pumpine 
station. 

This  method  of  treating  it  will  be  preferable  to  having  it  leak  into 
the  sewers  and  haviug  to  pump  it  and  treat  it  with  the  sewage  as  the 
pumping  lift  will  not  be  more  than  one  fourth  as  much  and  the  treat- 
ment will  be  saved. 
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Pumping. 

Pumping  will  be  necessary  in  this  system,  as  when  the  sewage  is 
all  collected  from  the  street  system,  it  will  be  lower  than  the  lowest 
portion  ot  the  filter  field  and  more  than  two  miles  distant. 

The  pumping  station  will  be  located  as  already  noted  at  the  inter*** 
section  of  the  Thacher  Brook  sewer  and  the  field  line  from  South 
Main  street.  Unless  the  pumps  are  run  continuously  day  aud  uight 
it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  storage  for  a portion  of  the  sewage. 

Measured  by  the  water  supply  about  75  per  cent  of  the  sewage  wii| 
flow  between  6 a.  m.  and  7 p.  m.  This,  when  one  million  gallons  of 
sewage  per  day  has  to  be  provided  for,  will  be  two  hundred  fifty 
thou3aud  (2£0,000)  gallons  to  be  stored  at  night  between  7 p.  m.  and 
6 a.  m. 

In  this  system  approximately  this  amount  is  provided  for.  When* 
the  sewage  amounts  to  more  than  one  million  gallons  daily,  moie 
storage  can  be  built,  or  it  may  be  advisable  to  run  day  and  night, 
which  I do  not  think  is  the  case  now.  The  probable  amount  of  sew. 
age  at  present  would  be  one- half  million  gallons  daily. 

For  the  purposes  of  storage  it  is  proposed  to  enlarge  the  Thacher 
Brook  sewer  for  six  hundred  (000)  feet  above  the  pumping  station 
and  the  sewer  from  South  Mam  street  for  four  hundred  (400)  feet 
above  the  same  point. 

f believe  as  this  will  not  back  the  water  into  any  street  sewers 
that  this  will  be  the  least  expensive  and  simphst  means  of  providing 
the  storage. 


Pumping  Station. 

The  engine  aud  boiler  house  will  be  a building  of  brick  of  a size 
suitable  to  contain  two  pumping  engines  with  space  for  a third,  and 
space  for  boilers  to  run  them.  Duplicate  machinery  will  be  nec- 
essary. 

The  capacity  of  each  pump  should  be  one  million,  five  huudred 
thousand  (1,500,000)  gallons  in  twenty-four  hours.  This  will  pump 
the  present  estimated  amount  of  sewage  (500,000  gallons)  in  eight 
hours  with  one  pump  and  as  the  amount  increases  it  may  be  run 
more  hours  until  it  is  necessary  to  put  in  the  third  pump. 

The  pumping  machinery  should  be  capable  of  giving  a duty  of  at 
least  sixty  to  seventy  millions  foot  lbs.  to  each  one  hundred  lbs.  of 
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•coal,  to  be  of  the  proper  economy.  They  mast  also  have  a simple 
valve  arrangement  to  enable  them  to  pass  the  sewage  with  only  the 
■coarsest  ’dud  of  screening,  as  it  is  undesirable  to  stop  any  part  of  the 
sewage  on  its  way  to  the  filter  beds,  and  have  to  care  for  the  the 
•same  at  the  pumping  station. 

Gravity  Section. 

There  is  one  sectiou  of  Attleboro  that  may  be  sewered  to  the  beds 
by  gravity,  viz:  the  land  on  the  higher  part  of  County  street  near 
Thacher  street  and  that  near  the  latter.  This  area  is  approximately 
shown  on  the  plans.  This  area  is  not  built  upon  at  present  and  no 
plans  have  been  made  for  developing  it,  but  it  can  be  done  in  this 
way  if  it  is  built  upon  sufficiently  to  make  it  pay  to  build  the  main 
sewer  to  the  fields. 


Estimates. 

The  estimates  of  cost  are  annexed  to  this  report.  These  estimates 
do  not  include  land  damages  and  are  based  upon  ordinary  coutract 
prices  at  the  present  time.

The  Auditors  elected  for  the  year  ending  March,  1895.. 
herewith  submit  their  report. 

We  have  examined  the  Books  and  Reports  of  the 
Treasurer,  Sinking  Fund  Commissioner,  Water  Commis- 
sioners, Water  Registrar,  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  Tax  Col- 
lectors, School  Committee,  Committee  on  New  School 
House  and  High  School  Extension,  Bi-Centennial  Com- 
mittee, Treasurer  of  the  Public  Library  and  the  books  of 
the  Selectmen,  which  includes  all  the  officers  and  com- 
mittees ( f the  town  intrusted  with  the  receipt  and  expend- 
iture of  monies,  with  the  exception  of  the  Committee  on 
Sewerage  and  Committee  on  Suppression  of  the  Sale  of 
Liquor,  who  have  rendered  no  report  to  the  Auditors. 

The  Treasurer’s  report  agrees  with  his  books,  he  has 
the  necessary  vouchers  for  all  money  expended,  and 
voucher  covering  amount  stated,  on  hand. 

The  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners’  report,  and  books 
correspond.  They  have  securities  for  all  money  invested 
and  voucher  for  cash  on  hand. 

The  Water  Commissioners  books  agree  with  books  of  the 
Water  Department,  kept  by  the  town  treasurer.  Their 
report  also  agrees  with  their  books. 

The  Water  Registrar’s  report  corresponds  with  his  books 
He  has  receipts  from  the  town  treasurer  covering  amounts 
paid  him  during  the  year,  which  includes  amount  of  money 
collected,  and  amount  ot  money  on  hand  January  1,  1894^ 
as  stated  in  his  report. 

The  Overseers  of  the  Poor's  report  and  books  agree- 
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Their  books  show  amounts  due  from  the  following  towns, 
viz: — Dudley,  $15  ; Sturbridge,  $3.25  ; Lowell,  $2  ; Hard- 
wick, $65.70,  which  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  claim  are 
uncollectable.  We  would  therefore  recommend  that  they 
be  authorized  to  cancel  the  accounts. 

The  books  and  report  of  John  Thacher,  collector,  agree 
with  the  assessors’  records  as  to  abatements  allowed  and 
he  has  receipts  of  the  town  treasurer  for  balance  of  money 
collected  and  due  the  town.  The  books  and  regord  of  Ss 
M.  Holman,  collector,  agree  with  the  town  treasurer’s 
books  as  to  amount  of  money  paid  him,  and  for  which  he 
holds  receipts,  and  with  the  assessors’  lecords  as  to  abate- 
ments allowed.  He  also  holds  voucher  covering  amount 
of  money  stated  on  hand.  His  report  of  uncollected 
taxes  and  cash  on  hand  agres  with  his  books. 

The  school  committees  report  and  books  agree. 

The  reports  of  committee  on  New  School  House  and 
High  School  Extension  and  also  the  Committee  on  Bi- 
centennial agree  with  bills  approved  and  paid  by  the  town 
treasurer.  The  receipts  of  the  Bi-Centennial  Committee 
as  stated  in  their  report  correspond  with  the  books  of  the 
town  treasurer. 

The  books  and  report  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Public  Lib- 
rary correspond  with  books  of  the  town  treasurer. 

The  books  of  the  selectmen  show  a record  of  all  business, 
transacted  by  them,  and  their  books  agree  with  the  books  of 
the  town  treasurer  as  to  bills  approved  by  them  under  the 
appropriations  in  their  charge. 

The  auditors  would  recommend  that  hereafter  the  books 
of  the  several  departments  be  closed  on  December  31  of 
each  year.  Under  the  present  custom  it  is  almost  impossi- 
ble to  verify  the  accounts  of  the  treasurer  and  collector  as  to 
the  amount  of  money  on  hand  at  the  end  of  the. 
fiscal  year.  We  believe  that  by  an  early  notification  all 
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bills  due  from  the  town  could  be  presented  and  approvedjby 
that  time.
